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R. CLEVELAND was accus- 

tomed to discuss, with great 

freedom, the characteristics of 

the men with whom he came 

in contact, to express his 

opinion of their work and to give his impres- 

sions of their personalities. If he liked a man 

he never tired of talking about him, and his 

appreciation was so generous at times as to be 

almost extravagant. He would take into ac- 

count education, training, the difficulties which 

surrounded the man in his work, and the char- 

acter of his ambitions — in short, all the hu- 

man elements. With men of great gifts and 
Opportunities he was exacting. 

He had also his strong aversions, but he sel- 

dom expressed them. Perhaps no man ever 

endured opposition, injustice, and misrepre- 
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sentation with more patience than this man 
who was fated to have so much of them. 
Occasionally, he was tempted to give public 
expression to his resentment, but this was 
about the only thing in which he could be 
influenced to suppress his feelings. I once 
had great difficulty to keep him from refer- 
ring with bitterness in a public speech to a 
man who had pursued him with unusual rancor. 
| was two weeks inducing him to omit the 
offensive passages; but his own later judgment 
justified the policy he adopted so much against 
his will.

Through the dark days of 
Reconstruction, in the excitement incident to a 
disputed election in 1877, and in the discussion 
of financial and fiscal questions, he had been 
one of a minority almost insignificant in num- 
ber. His friends had long hoped that Bayard 
might be the candidate of his party for Presi- 
dent. He was little of a politician. The 
smallness of his State, the rigidness of his opin- 
ions, and his plain speech on the currency, 
as well as the sudden rise of Mr. Tilden to 
power and influence, prevented his nomination 
in 1876. The wild, foolish wave for General 
Hancock had made his candidacy out of the 
question in 1880. It was felt that Mr. Bayard’s 
time would come in 1884. 
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Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Bayard did not meet 
until after the election of 1884, when the new 
President was choosing his Cabinet and when | 
Mr. Bayard was tendered (and accepted) the 
office of Secretary of State. Thus began on

On the other hand, Mr. Cleveland was essen- 
tially a hard-working, plodding lawyer, little 
given to speech either in or out of court, in- 
terested as a citizen in national concerns, but 
to whom these far-off events in Washington 
and in great national conventions were scarcely 
more than echoes which sometimes reached 
him in the retirement of a busy life. 

In spite of these essential differences in 
training, ambition, and opportunity, the men 
who thus met on the threshold of great re- 
sponsibilities were singularly alike in aim and 
purpose. Both were inherently conservative 
and, at the same time, eminently progressive. 

During Mr. Bayard’s Ambassadorship in 
England I was discussing home matters with 
him one day, in 1895, when, in the course of 
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conversation, the matter of the President’s 
then recent illness came up — the precursor 
of that which was ultimately to cause his 
death. Mr. Bayard said: 

“Mr. Cleveland’s death, at the present time, 
would be more than a personal and public 
misfortune: it would be a calamity. In the 
present delicate condition of affairs | do not 
believe there is a man in the United States who 
could take up his work and carry it through. 
Do you know,” he continued, “that, looking 
back upon my career, the one thing which 
most amazes me is that | should ever have 
presumed to let my friends present my name 
as a candidate for the Presidency before the 
same National Convention that had Mr.

doubts, such as they were, wholly disappeared. 
| found that | was negotiating with a man not 
only of large business comprehension, but of 
remarkable knowledge and prescience. After 
an hour or two of the preliminary discussion | 
saw he had a clear comprehension of what | 
wanted and what was needed, and that, with 
lightning-like rapidity, he had reached a con- 
clusion as to the best way to meet the situa- 
tion. I saw, too, that, with him, it was not 
merely a matter of business, but of clear- 
sighted, far-seeing patriotism. He was not 
looking for a personal bargain, but sat there, a 
great patriotic banker, concerting with me and 
my advisers as to measures to avert peril, de- 
termined to do his best in a severe and trying 
crisis. 

“At one of our sittings I asked: ‘Mr. Morgan, 
how did you know that you could command 
the coéperation ci the great financial interests 
of Europe?’ 

‘He replied: ‘I simply told them that this 
was necessary for the maintenance of the 
public credit and the promotion of industrial 
peace, and they did it.’ 

‘This gave me a new sense of the power of 
a private citizen.

man, not only because of the aid he gave me 
in a time of need, but also because of his 
grasp of financial and industrial conditions and 
the confidence he has inspired in the commer- 
cial world.” 


Among the great captains of industry with 
whom Mr. Cleveland came closely into con- 
tact during both administrations 
‘ he was wont, in later days 

Hill to speak oftenest, perhaps, of 
James J. Hill. In one of my latest talks with 
him he said: 

“Mr. Hill is one of the most remarkable men 
I have seen, especially in his wide knowledge 
of a great variety of questions, and his far- 
sight into industrial conditions. While | 
knew very little about the special questions to 
which he had given his life, | used, once in a 
while, merely in the spirit of mischief and in 
order to get him going, to dispute bis premises 
and question his conclusions. He would then 
proceed to illustrate his contentions with a fu 
ness of knowledge worthy of the deep student, 
and with an earnestness characteristic of a 
school-boy. 

“He knew more about Oriental trade and 
its relations to the business of this country 
than any man I ever saw. I discovered 


James J. 
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that for ten years he had spent more money 
than the government in sending competent 
men to Japan and China to study the needs 
of those countries, and that he had checked 
all their reports. 

“When any information about long-distance 
rates on railroads was needed, Mr. Hill had no 
need to refer to reports or statistics. I verily 
believe that he could have told me the rates 
on all the leading classes of freight between 
two stations on his railroad, a hundred or two 
hundred miles apart. | am perfectly sure that 
| have never known a man who was at once 
familiar with so many big things and who also 
had the gift of carrying about and remember- 
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ing what most men in his position would deem 
too small for their attention.” 


From the circumstances surrounding his en- 
trance into the Senate, coincidently with the 
beginning of Mr. Cleveland’s first administra- 


tion, the President was earl

G sd drawn into more than friendly 
ray political relations with George 


Gray of Delaware. | doubt whether there 
was any man in that body who was closer in 
the President's confidence. Without experi- 
ence in the larger public life, Mr. Gray had en- 
tered the Senate under something of a handi- 
cap, as the successor of Mr. Bayard upon the 
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latter's retirement, after a long and brilliant 
service. It took, however, only a short time 
to show that Gray was fitted for leadership, a 
fact that none learned more quickly than the 
President, who soon began to lean on him as 
one of his necessary helpers. 

During the succeeding years, Mr. Cleveland 

as in most cases when he was favorably in- 
terested in a man—talked about him with 
much freedom. 

‘I do not believe,” he would say, “that I 
have ever come across a man better fitted 
for high responsibility than George Gray of 
Delaware. If he had lived in any State with 
sufficient population and area to give it polit- 
ical influence, nothing could have kept him 
from becoming the candidate of his party 
for President, and a strong one he would 
have been. Well trained, of perfect temper 
and poise, conciliatory and yet firm both in 
opinion and purpose, fair to all, but especially 
true to his friends and his principles, he would 
represent the ideas and traditions of the Re- 
public at their best.” 

When I saw Mr. Cleveland once, on a visit 
home, during the critical period following the 
Spanish War, he expressed the belief that the 
only thing which had kept the country from 
discarding the Philippines, and thus abandoning 
our new colonial system, was the fact that the 
experiment still had the support of Judge Gray. 

‘It would be impossible,” he continued, “‘to 
estimate the dominating influence of such a 
man in a crisis like that through which we are 
passing.” 

During later years, when he was greatly 
concerned about the paralysis of his own 
party, his exclamation, made to me perhaps 
fifty times, always was: 

“Oh, if we could only have George Gray as 
our candidate!” 


Few men outside the circle of friends who 
lived immediately about him were in closer 
touch with Mr. Cleveland than General Patrick 
Patrick A. A. Collins, of Boston, In one of 

: the most delicate crises of the 

Collins campaign of 1884, Collins went 
to Albany to deliver a speech on the issues, 
and especially upon the candidate. The 
two men were entire strangers; the orator 
visited the candidate— then Governor—at the 
Capitol, and questioned him in his blunt, 
straightforward way. The interview lasted 
only an hour, but in Collins’ speech that 
evening the character of the candidate was 
dealt with so convincingly that this proved 
the turning-point in a period of detraction 
and misunderstanding. 


General Collins, recounting the incident to 
me, in my house at Birmingham, England, 
some years later, said: 

“In all my experience | have never been so 
much impressed with any man, upon a first 
interview, as | was with Mr. Cleveland. It had 
been thought important that I should speak 
just at that juncture, and | agreed to do so if 
Mr. Cleveland would see me and explain frankly 
certain events in his life which were then the 
subject of the most scandalous discussion and 
comment. When | went to Albany, I saw at 
once that, new as he was to public life, I was 
in the presence of one of the foremost men of 
our time. He told me just what | wanted to 
know, was as frank and open as a manly boy 
and I came away, after less than an hour, 
determined to do everything in my power to 
remove unjust impressions, and to render what- 
ever assistance | could toward his election.” 

In the St. Louis Convention of 1888, when 
Mr. Cleveland was renominated, General 
Collins, at the former’s request, was chosen 
president of the body. During the interim 
between the first and second administrations, 
Collins was one of the men whose attitude 
toward a third nomination was never in doubt 
Left to himself, he would never have sought 
or accepted any preferment under the Presi- 
dent, but three days after the second election 
I received a letter from William E. Russell, 
then Governor of Massachusetts, asking me to 
say to the President-elect that the only re- 
quest he would make, either then or at any 
other time, was the appointment of Patrick A. 
Collins as consul-general of the United States 
at London. For the first time within my ex- 
perience, when he was dealing with such a 
request, Mr. Cleveland gave his immediate 
assent. Among other things he said: 

“IT think it exceedingly fitting that this ap- 
pointment should be made. As a rule, | am 
not in favor of sending naturalized citizens in an 
official capacity to the countries of their birth 
but, in this case, it seems to me most appropn 
ate that it should be done. When I remember 
that here is a man who, coming to this country 
as a boy, entered an Ohio coal-mine at eleven, 
learned to read after he was fourteen, gradu- 
ated from the Harvard Law School at twenty- 
one, and entered the politics of his adopted 
State at twenty-five, soon to become one of her 
most influential citizens, it is impossible for 
me to conceive of any recognition as being to 


high for him.” 


The country will still recall the excitement 
incident to the President’s order, in 1887, for 
the return to their various States of the flags 
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and ensigns captured from Confederate regi- 
ments in the Civil War. In this uproar Joseph 
Joseph B. B Foraker, then Governor of 

Ohio, took a prominent part; 

Foraker but Mr. Cleveland’s tendency to 
forget or overlook all such episodes, especially 
when they had a personal bearing, was shown 
in the discussion of the Railroad Rate Bill in 
the Senate in 1906. When I told him that | 
expected soon to see Senator Foraker in Wash- 
ington, he said: 

‘| have not known of anything for years 
which has pleased me more than the Ohio 
Senator's attitude upon current public ques- 
tions. Whatever may be the whole truth 
about the Brownsville case, it has been a dis- 
play of genuine courage for a Republican 
Senator to take the position assumed by Mr. 
Foraker. It is due to him that there has been 
a real discussion of the President’s action in 
all its bearings. I have, too, been keenly in- 
terested in the profound contributions made 
by the Senator to the debate on the Rate 
sill. It has been an enormous advantage to 
sane public opinion to have a protest take the 
form of such a complete and effective legal 
argument, and that, too, on a side decidedly 
unpopular. | have not the pleasure,” he added, 
“of a personal acquaintance with Senator 
Foraker, but you are at liberty, if the oppor- 
tunity presents itself naturally, to repeat to him 
the sentiments | have expressed.” 


When I saw Mr. Cleveland for the first time 
after the accession of Mr. Roosevelt to the 
Presidency, he spoke with great freedom of his 

association with him. With 

Theodore many of the President’s charac- 

Roosevelt teristics he was in strong sym- 
pathy, but the one fact that struck me during 
my interview and which has since stood out 
in my memory was his recognition of a quality 
or gift which it took the American people 
many years to fully appreciate. This point 
was emphasized by him then and in many 
subsequent talks as this trait in Roosevelt 
became more and more strongly developed. 
From these conversations with Mr. Cleveland 
| extract the following declaration: 

‘Roosevelt is the most perfectly equipped 
and the most effective politician thus far seen 
in the Presidency. Jackson, Jefferson, and 
Van Buren were not, for a moment, compar- 
able with him in this respect. When I was 
Governor he was still a very young man and 
only a member of the Assembly: but it was 
clear to me, even thus early, that he was look- 
ing to a public career; that he was studying 
political conditions with a care that I had 


never known any man to show; and that he 
was firmly convinced that he would some day 
reach prominence. | must, however, confess 
that 1 never supposed that the Presidency 
would come within the scope of his aspirations 
so early in life.” 

In October, 1907, in the course of conversa- 
tion, | told this anecdote to Mr. Richard Olney, 
in Boston, and he exclaimed: 

“Oh, I can beat that! I know of an occa- 
sion when Mr. Cleveland expressed this opinion 
long before his talk with you.” 

When | asked for particulars, Olney said: 

“In 1893, when the question of choosing 
a President of the Civil Service Commission 
was presented to the Cabinet — every member 
of which was in favor of the promotion of 
Mr. Roosevelt, then a member of that body 
— President Cleveland was strongly opposed 
to this action, and said: ‘I want to tell you 
gentlemen now that you are making a mistake 
I have known this young man Roosevelt since 
1883, and | tell you that, without exception, 
he is the most ambitious man and the most 
consummate politician I have ever seen. 
However, as you all favor this nomination | 


will not oppose it: | only want you to bear, 


my words in mind. The time will come when 
you will see that I am right.’” 


Cleveland and His Friends 


Every Cabinet official — about twenty in 
number — associated with Mr. Cleveland in 
his two administrations remained his staunch 
supporter and personal intimate. 

He spoke of them in terms of the warmest 
affection, nor was there one with whose varying 
fortunes he did not keep in the closest touch 
Whenever one of these men was mentioned, 
new interest was added to the conversation, 
and he would listen far more intently to 
commendation of them than to praise of 
himself. If a question were raised about the 
attitude of one of these Cabinet friends, he 
would always reassure the doubter and em- 
phasize the fact that there was no doubt 
in his mind as to where Bayard or Fair- 
child, Whitney or Endicott, Lamar or Vilas, 
Dickinson or Olney would be found in a crisis 

Late in 1891, when William C. Whitney had 
long been quiet, so that his attitude toward 
the third nomination was not publicly known 
one of his former associates said to Mr. Cleve 
land with some impatience: 

“| think Whitney ought not to hold back 

Mr. Cleveland replied: 

“Now, don’t you give yourself any wort 
about Whitney. I have not seen him lately 
nor has he sent me any word about his pos! 
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tion, but I can tell you that he will never fail 
us when the time comes.” 

The sequel is well known. This was always 
the way. When he gave his personal confi- 
dence he was never betrayed. 

When Mr. Cleveland came to New York to 
live, with more leisure on his hands than had 
been his fortune thitherto, the foundations for 
his future friendships were pretty well laid. 
He did not seek out the great lawyers, or the 
prominent financiers, or the men at the head 
of dominating railroads or other business en- 
terprises. He became very close to some of 
the members of his law firm and was drawn, 
in like manner, to some literary men — al- 
though he never became identified with any- 
thing resembling an artistic or literary circle. 

Cleveland had an unusual capacity for real 
friendship, and a need for it. There were 
times when he had especial need for associa- 
tion with men. But it must be with persons 
serious-minded as well as congenial. He had 
little small talk, and although few men could 
be more gracious to children, he must have 
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ANNY J. CROSBY, the blind hymn-writer, 
} once furnished the Democratic Campaign 

Committee with her recollections of Grover 
Cleveland as a boy of seventeen, when he was 
her fellow teacher in the New York Institution 
for the Blind. Miss Crosby says: 

“When Grover Cleveland came to the In- 
stitution in 1853, he was in his seventeenth 
year. His mind was unusually well developed 
for his years; so well, in fact, that he might be 
called a marvel of precocity. He was nearly 
full grown as to height, but slender, though 
he had reached mental maturity many years 
earlier than the average man. He seemed to 
have about him even then the manner of a 
mature man. It was my fortune to make his 
acquaintance soon after he came to the Insti- 
tution, and I felt, therefore, free to tell him, 
as | did many times, that he’ had a mind 
much in advance of his years, and | also used, 
with almost motherly caution, to say to him: 
‘Take care that you do not study too much 
and injure yourself.’ 

“Every moment of his spare time was given 
to the hardest kind of study. He was a per- 
sistent reader, devoting most of his attention 
to history, and developing, even in those days,

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been the despair of the frivolous woman, espe- 
cially with the woman whose great desire in 
life is to be on speaking terms with celebrities. 
With sensible, well-balanced women, and espe- 
cially those of a religious nature, he was most 
happy and sympathetic. He did not talk shop 
or politics, but was full of wise observations 
on questions about which nobody would have 
credited him with either interest or knowledge. 

He had the warmest sympathy with all 
struggling persons, and nothing brought him 
more pleasure than to be told of the success of 
ambitious, industrious young men or women. 
Nothing gave him more pain than stories of 
their failures and disappointments. The death 
of a friend or of a friend’s wife was more pain- 
ful to him than to almost any person | have 
ever known. He had a horror of death, espe- 
cially when it came to those in the full strength 
of years, or in the midst of unrewarded struggle 
— although his feeling about it for himself had 
all the grim determination that he showed 
in his work. He liked life, but he wanted it 
in order to finish his work creditably. 
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something of a bent for the law, which he was 
finally to make his calling. But he did not 
confine his reading entirely to such solid mat- 
ter. Many times he favored me, and other 
teachers and pupils in the Institution, by read- 
ing to us from the poets. Among other au- 
thors who were favorites of his was Thomas 
Moore, from whom he read a good many selec- 
tions, as well as from Byron. I remember that 
at one time he read Byron’s ‘Corsair’ to me. 
Even then he had developed the faculty of 
hard work which has so distinguished his later 
career, so that it is no new thing for him to 
burn the midnight oil. He did so even as a 
young man when I first knew him thirty-nine 
years ago. 

“No man could have a kinder heart than 
had Grover Cleveland in those days — days 
that, to most boys of his age, might be termed 
formative. He came to us almost immediately 
after the death of his father, and as a result he 
had an air of pensive sadness about him. He 
showed that he felt very keenly the loss of his 
father. He used often to talk to me about his 
father in an intimate, familiar way that was 
touching and very natural. 

‘When he first came there | used often to

talk to hin when his office duties were over, 
and in due course of time we became good 
friends. Perhaps | knew him quite as well as 
any of the teachers or officers of the Institu- 
tion. He came in contact with mature men 
and women there, many of whom have since 
become well known in various fields of work, 
and was able to meet them upon their own 
plane. He showed himself to be keen and 
thoughtful. At the same time he was ex- 
tremely modest; something I have noted with 
interest since his great public career has 
brought him before the people of his country. 

“Indeed, the first time | met him after those 


early associations was in Lakewood, New 
Jersey, one winter. At that time I noticed 
the same modest demeanor. He was inter- 


ested in telling me of an experience of his 
while President. A convention or meeting of 
blind people was held at Baltimore during that 
time, and he went there on purpose to see 
them. In recounting to me this incident he 
never referred to the matter as having oc- 
curred while he was President, but he used a 
form, which | am told he has almost uni- 
formly adopted, of saying, ‘When I was in 
Washington’; in fact, I do not believe that 
during our interview he used the word Presi- 
dent. 

“He did not strike me during the period | 
knew him as a young man who would have a 
great number of friends, although he had a 
capacity for friendship. I thought that he 
was somewhat chary of giving his confidence 
to many people. This did not come from any 
feeling of vanity, but from his natural reserve. 
But when he came to know a person and gave 
his confidence, he did so fully and unreservedly. 
He was always kindly and sympathetic, and 
during his residence there the tendency was 
strongly developed at every turn. He re- 
sented occasional cruelties practised by a 
superintendent who lacked the qualities neces- 
sary for a successful administration of such 
an important place. I remember that, at one 
time, when a boy was punished with undue 
severity, young Cleveland spoke to me about 
it with much feeling. He could not, of course, 
in his position, take steps to resent it by a 
physical demonstration, but he showed in 
every word and action that he would like to 
punish its perpetrator in the most effective 
way. 

“| remember another incident that had a 
bearing personal to myself. The same super- 
intendent had about him a dictatorial way 
when he found himself in authority over any- 
body. It so happened one day that I went 
downstairs into the office, where Mr. Cleveland 
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worked, and asked him to copy a poem. He 
did so, and when he had nearly finished the 
work, the superintendent came in and said, in 
a very insolent way: ‘Miss Crosby, when you 
want Mr. Cleveland to copy a piece for you, | 
will thank you to come and ask me.’ Of 
course I felt very much hurt, and when the 
superintendent went out, Mr. Cleveland said to 
me: ‘Now, Fanny Crosby, how long do you in 
tend to allow that man to harrow up your feel- 
ings like this?’ I asked him: ‘What can | do 
to stop it?’ and he said, ‘ By giving as good as 
he sent.’ 

“| was nonplussed, and in reply I said, ‘Mr 
Cleveland, | never was saucy in my life.’ To 
this he replied: ‘But it is not impudent to take 
your own part, and you never will be taught 
independence and self-reliance any younger 
Now, we will try an experiment. Come down 
to-morrow and ask me to copy another poem 
for you. I will do so, and then you come in as 
usual, and you will see the consequences; but 
in any event make up your mind never to let 
any one impose upon you.’ According to this 
agreement, | went down and asked Mr. Cleve- 
land to copy a poem for me. As was antici- 
pated, the superintendent came in and made 
the same remark. Then I| turned round and 
said to him: ‘I want you to understand that | 
am second to no one in this Institution except 
yourself, and I have borne with your insolence 
so long that | will do so no longer; if it is re- 
peated, | will report you to the managers 
The superintendent looked at me with the 
greatest astonishment, but my reply had just 
the effect that Mr. Cleveland said it would 
have. I never had any further trouble with 
the obnoxious superintendent, nor did he as- 
sume such a manner toward me or Mr. Cleve- 
land any more. 

“After young Cleveland left the Institution 
I myself remained until 1858. I never heard 
from him or about him until he was nomi- 
nated for Governor in 1882, while Mayor of 
Buffalo. But he took occasion the first time 
he heard from me to show his kindly feeling 
While he was Governor one of my friends gave 
me a sort of benefit, and sent an invitation to 
the Governor. He immediately wrote back 
expressing regret at his inability to attend, but 
saying, ‘I remember my old friend Fanny 
Crosby very well,’ and in further token of his 
remembrance he sent to the friend managing 
the affair a neat little sum of money. 

“I have always regretted that I did nol 
keep up a correspondence with him after he 
became Governor or President; but in bot! 
cases I felt that, as | had neglected him for s° 
many years, it would not seem just the nght 
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CLEVELAND 


thing to open a correspondence with him then, 


because it might look as though | wanted to 


court favor. So I never met him again until 
that winter at Lakewood. 

“| do not think that, when I knew Mr. 
Cleveland, he looked upon his teaching work 
as other than preparatory for the more serious 
struggles of life; but he did his duty then, in a 
humble position, as conscientiously and as well 
as he has done it since in the great responsi- 
bilities thrust upon him. 

“While he was Governor he made a visit to 
the Institution in company with the late 
Augustus Schell, who was one of the managers 
during Mr. Cleveland’s term of work there. 
\fterward, when | went to the Institution, | 
heard many of the inmates, some who had 
been there as pupils in his day, say: ‘Well, al- 
though Grover Cleveland rose to great power, 
he did not forget the Institution for the Blind, 
and we all praise him for it.’

“Dear Mr. Parker: My acquaintance with 
Mr. Cleveland began in August, 1869. I had 
just graduated from Yale and made applica- 
tion for and was admitted to a clerkship in 
the office of Laning, Cleveland & Folsom, the 
firm of which he was a member, and which 
was then just organized.

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“It seems very odd to me to recall after 
nearly forty years the injunction of his Ider 
brother, William, to me.

He always showed his desire to protect his 
younger brother, and would not allow any- 
body to be ungenerous or unjust to him 
When they were first there together the younger 
brother was petted a good deal. Naturally, 
he grew out of this to some extent toward the 
close of the joint association there, and yet | 
recall with pleasure how William, when he was 
to be absent for a time, would say to me: 
‘Well, | know you will be kind to my little 
brother’—a fatherly sort of feeling, some- 
thing quite in consonance with the beautiful 
character of William Cleveland, who, even as 
a young man, was -an exemplary Christian, 
generous to every one in his class, just in 
everything he did.”

True, he was endowed with a 
great fund of good common sense, and he was 
honest — honest with himself, honest with his 
client, honest with his subject. He thus be- 
came, mentally, rather judicial than partizan, 
and he would have made as able and capable 


a Chief Justice as he was a President. 


“In the trial of a cause he neither relied on 


‘genius’ nor the inspiration of the moment to 
help him out, but upon most careful and pains- 
taking preparation of the case in advance and 
the anticipation of every possible adverse con- 
tingency. 
timid and self-distrustful; once pushed or 


Before the trial he was always 
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dragged into court by his client, however, he 
was not only part and parcel of the case, but 
bold and self-reliant; and through much prac- 
tice he acquired great skill and sagacity in 
marshaling his facts before the jury. 

‘During a trial he would devote himself to 
the case absolutely and completely, whether it 
was large or small, whether with fee or with- 
out, and for a rich client or for a poor one. 
[he noon hour was, for him, always an oppor- 
tunity for further study and preparation — not 
for eating — and the hours of the night, not 
infrequently the whole night, a further oppor- 
tunity. 

‘And so he honestly bought and paid for 
success with honest work. In an address be- 
fore the bar on the occasion of the death of his 
devoted personal friend, Oscar Folsom, refer- 
ring to his qualities as a lawyer, he said: ‘In 
the practice of his profession, and in the solu- 
tion of legal questions, he clearly saw which 
was right and just, and then he expected to 
find the law leading him directly there.’ This 
with truthfulness could and should be said of 
Mr. Cleveland. 

“In those days it was the habit of the 
judges of that locality, more than now, when 
a close legal question would arise in a trial, to 
call for an opinion upon it in open court from 
some lawyer in the court-room not engaged in 
the case. So good and so well recognized was 
Cleveland’s judgment, and so great his legal at- 
tainments, that he would almost invariably be 
the lawyer thus consulted, whenever he hap- 
pened to be present. ‘The law is a jealous 
mistress, but there was never occasion in 
Cleveland’s case to suggest a lack of devotion. 
Of course it would have been impossible to 
yield such devotion to his profession if he had 
not loved it; but he loved his professional 
work, found his greatest pleasure and satisfac- 
tion in it, and he loved also the study of the 
law as a science. : 

‘This fact will serve to explain the interrup- 
tion in his professional career which he per- 
mitted when he became Sheriff. His opportu- 
nity for considering that step was less, perhaps, 
than of any other important act of his life. 
The circumstances were these: There was an 
important local ticket to be nominated, and 
there seemed a fair opportunity to overcome a 
normally large adverse majority by the selec- 
tion of a strong combination of candidates. 
Cleveland was popular and had made a splen- 
did run for District Attorney of the county not 
long before. On the day before the nominat- 
ing convention was to be held it was suggested 
that Cleveland should take the nomination. 
Such a contingency had never entered his 
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mind, and he at first declined to listen to the 
suggestion. Party managers then surrounded 
him, and at length successfully urged upon 
him the importance of the subject as a party 
matter, and his duty and obligation to his 
party. Yet in connection with his reluctant 
assent was the consideration, expressed to me 
that day, that if he should be elected it would 
afford: him a longed-for and splendid oppor- 
tunity to study law. 

“His partners were loath to lose him, both 
because they were personally much attached 
to him and because they had come to know 
and rely upon his great strength and ability 
as a lawyer. He had had the laboring oar i: 
all their more important litigations, and wa 
in the midst of great activity and usefulness. 

He was conservative by nature and a safe ; 
counselor. Indeed, if he erred at all, it wa 
on the side of conservatism and safety. 

“Mr. Cleveland was in the best sense a suc- 
cessful lawyer. He never belonged to th 
class of ‘money-making’ lawyers, although | 
often received large fees for his professional 
services. He always met his personal oblig: 
tions promptly, and he abhorred debt; but he 
never had any desire to accumulate a fortun 
and he was generous to a degree. | recall the 
fact that, on resuming the practice of law after 
the expiration of his term as Sheriff, his first 
act was to lend a considerable sum of mone) 
to a poor client in distress. His generosity 
was evidenced not alone by direct gifts of 
money, but by professional advice and servic« 
He tried many a case without fee or the ex- 
pectation of it, and often intervened to pre- 
vent the doing of injustice because of his 
hatred of injustice. A notable instance of this 
was his devotion to the case of Flannigan be- 
fore Governor Cornell. Cleveland’s first r 
tion with the case was after the man had been 
sentenced to be hanged, and, despite Corn: 
well-known disinclination to exercise the 
don power, he secured a commutation of tlie 
sentence to life imprisonment. 

“It seemed to him always a pleasure as ' 
as a duty to give aid and counsel to the you 
members of the bar, and many a succe 
lawyer of to-day in Buffalo will recall and 
test the readiness and cheerfulness with v 
he aided in complicated legal situations, « 
sisted as counsel in the trial of causes, ac 
ing for himself, at most, nothing but non 
fees. 

“On January 1, 1874, he resumed the | 
tice of law, becoming a member of the fi! 
Bass, Cleveland & Bissell. Mr. Bass was 'e! 
a member of Congress, and by reason of 
ing health he removed to Colorado at 
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xpiration of his term of office, so that Mr. 
Cleveland became practically the head of the 
firm at once. The business of the office was 
arge and active, consisting of a general mis- 
cellaneous practice, and he applied himself to 
it as assiduously as ever during the ensuing 
eight years. This was the period of his great- 
est activity and usefulness as a lawyer. He 
tried and argued cases in all the courts of the 
State and in the District and Circuit Courts of 
the United States. He was one of the counsel 
for the plaintiff who secured the largest ver- 
dict ever rendered by a jury in western New 
York — upward of $240,000. He worked in- 
cessantly, and his vacation period never ex- 
ceeded ten days in the year. 

“He was engaged in the trial of a case in 
court in October, 1881, when he was again 
called upon by his party to do further public 
service by accepting the nomination for Mayor 
of Buffalo, which was then tendered and urged 
upon him. He yielded to this demand the 
more readily because he saw before him an 
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opportunity not only to serve his party, but to 
perform a public duty, and, although he re- 
mained a partner in the law firm of Cleveland, 
Bissell & Sicard during the following year, still, 
with characteristic regard for and conscientious 
devotion to the performance of official duty, 
his personal interests as a lawyer were set 
aside for a time, and, as events proved, for 
seven years. 

“Two things remain to be said in portraying 
Mr. Cleveland’s career as a lawyer: one, that 
in all his varied relations with clients, lawyers, 
and courts his every act was characterized by 
the highest sense of honor and by the most 
delicate appreciation of and compliance with 
all the rules of professional ethics; and the 
other, that every professional engagement, 
great or small, received the best judgment, 
thought, and energy of which he was capable. 
Nothing he undertook was slighted; therefore 
all his work was done well.

NE of the most far-reaching dis- 

coveries of the Rockefeller In- 

stitute is a successful serum for 

cerebro-spinal meningitis. This 

achievement is the outcome of 
the meningitis epidemic which ravaged the tene- 
ment districts of New York City four years ago, 
remorselessly destroy ing three out of every four 
children it assailed. 

Although this particular epidemic was the 
most wide-spread in the medical history of this 
country, New York had had many previous 
visitations of the disease. For more than a 
century cerebro-spinal meningitis, at certain 
well-defined periods, had grievously afflicted the 
city. As New York had confidently expected 
the arrival of typhoid epidemics every seven 
ears, so this calamity regularly put in its ap- 
pearance every ten. Like many other scourges, 
this infection is clearly one of the penalties 
exacted by an advancing civilization. Though 
by no means infrequent in more sanitary sec-

Meningitis in the Tenements 


Starting in the lower East Side, the New York 
epidemic raged most fiercely among the immi- 
grant populations. East of the Bowery it de- 
voured hundreds of the children of the newly 
arrived Russian Jews; strangely enough, it de- 
veloped an even more voracious appetite for 
Italians. In Mott and Elizabeth streets, now 
almost exclusively Italian in their population, 
tenement after tenement became infected; in 
the section known as Little Italy, farther north, 
the meningitis germs also found congenial soil.

tions were not entirely spared, wealth appar-

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ently conferred some mysterious immunity. In 
the two years that the disease ran, there were in 
the neighborhood of six thousand cases of whom 
not far from forty-five hundred succumbed 
Among the victims were people of all ages, but 
the majority were children under ten years of 
age. The younger the child, the more violent 
and destructive seemed the disease, and the ap 
pearance of the purplish spots upon babies under 
one year of age almost invariably signified their 
death warrant. Older people, however, were by 
no means immune, instances not being unknown 
where a whole family of children would go 
through unscathed, only to have an octogena 
rian grandmother drop with the disease. 
Hardly any malady attacks more suddenly 
or more rapidly runs its course. In many cases 
in New York there was absolutely no premoni- 
tory sign. A child would go to bed apparently 
well and happy, and, before sunlight, begin toss- 
ing in the advanced stages of the disease 
Children suddenly fell unconscious at play 
and became acutely ill before they could be put 
to bed. In one child who thus collapsed in the 


street, that characteristic meningitis sign, the 


back-bending of the head and neck, appeared 
before the ambulance had arrived. 

Once stricken, the meningitis symptoms de 
velop rapidly. The disease consists of an in 
flammation of the several membranes, or 
meninges, that envelop, as a protective coat 
ing, the brain and the spinal cord. When thi 
meningitis germ insidiously worms its way int 
this delicate mechanism, it sets up a violent in 
flammation, as a result of which a heavy, slim 
exudate is formed, which oozes into all the cavi 
ties of the brain and spinal region. The sic] 
ness that assails these comprehensive organ 
extends throughout the whole nervous and mus 
cular system.

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eries made, and in most cases the physical and 
mental complications were of a kind that make 
life unendurable. The mildest were blindness 
or deafness, and sometimes both; many babies, 
deprived of their hearing at a tender age, neces- 
sarily became deaf mutes. Others left their 
beds with their spines so bent that they will be 
virtual cripples for life. Still others, per- 
manently paralyzed in their legs and arms, will 
spend their remaining days in invalid chairs. 
lhe fearful headaches that accompany the dis- 
acute stages in many cases will 
pursue the victims indefinitely; and children 
after leaving the hospitals were found helpless 
an affliction that they will carry to 
their graves. Many others had that monstrous 
swelling of the head that indicates the dreaded 
hydrocephalus.

[wo directors of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research, Dr. Simon Flexner and Dr. 
Hermann M. Biggs, became members of this 
commission. To Dr. Flexner was assigned 
what proved to be the most important part of 
the work the bacteriological investigation of 
the disease. Dr. Flexner’s medical career had 
well equipped him for this task. His investi- 
gations in many lines had already given him an 
extensive reputation, both in this country and 
in Europe. He received his medical education 
at Johns Hopkins,— thus becoming another of 
the many brilliant pupils of Dr. William H. 
Welch, the head of its medical department. 
He afterwards studied in Berlin and Strass- 
burg and at the Pasteur Institute in Paris, and 
for several years served as Professor of Pa-

Pennsylvania. As a member of the United 
States Army Commission in the Philippines 
he had done much important work, especially 
in dysentery, discovering the causative bacillus 
of one form of the disease. These and other 
achievements had led the directors of the 
new Rockefeller Institute, in 1904, after they 
had looked carefully over the entire field, both 
in this country and Europe, to select Dr 
Flexner as the head of its scientific laboratory 
Here, while supervising in general the whole 
working staff, Dr. Flexner had devoted the 
arger part of his time to investigations in 
bacteriology. 


A Weak and Fastidious Microbe 


Dr. Flexner, at an early stage of the experi- 
ments, confirmed the discovery, made nearly 
twenty years before by Weichselbaum, as to 
the cause of meningitis. This was merely an- 
other member of that great army of infini- 
tesimally small organisms which is waging con- 
stant warfare against mankind. For many 
years this organism had been known as the 
diplococcus intracellularis meningitidis — a for- 
midable but exceedingly descriptive name. By 
carefully analyzing these several Latin and 
Greek words, one gets a fairly accurate descrip 
tion of this malevolent microbe. It is a coccu 
because it is a little round ball, like a seed, 
instead of rod-shaped, like its cousins, the bacilli 
it is di plo because it seldom travels alone, but 
usually in pairs, though frequently even mor 
are found in close association. It is intracel 
lularis because, in the body, it is usually found 
neatly wrapped up inside of cells; and it is menin 
gitidis incharacter because the poison it sets fre: 
causes that inflammation of the meninges whic! 
results in the terrible disease in question. 

Deplorable as are its effects, this diplococcu 
is in itself a veritable weakling. Races of 
microbes have individualities almost as pro 
nounced as animals; they have their likes and 
dislikes, almost like men; some are strong 
energetic, and full of life, like the typhoid ba 
cillus and the cholera vibrio, others are weak 
sluggish, and cowardly, such as this meningiti 
germ. Many bacteria live for months, some for 
years; this particular organism lives only for ; 
few hours. Dr. Flexner even found consider 
able difficulty in artificially cultivating it in test 
tubes. The food that satisfies the average m1 
crobe apparently failed to stimulate its appe 
tite. Less fastidious bacteria will feed eager]; 
upon an old potato, or in a smear of gelatin n 
bigger than the tip of one’s little finger, and 11 
concoctions of Japanese seaweed, known a 
agar-agar, colonies many millions strong cal 
easily be raised. But the diplococcus preferred 
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leath to food of this kind. Its meals had to be 
especially prepared. Dr. Flexner finally placed 
before it an appetizing potpourri composed of 
sheep serum, a little beef infusion, a small 
quantity of agar-agar, and a soupcon of glucose, 
and this the diplococcus did not absolutely dis- 
dain. Even under these conditions, however, 
it manifested no marked vitality. If placed in 
a thermostat room—a room in which the 
temperature represented that of the human 
body — it did fairly well; but in most cases it 
wound up its career within twenty-four or 
forty-eight hours. It grew feebly and re- 
produced itself with difficulty. Unlike many 
bacteria, it could not withstand much cold, and, 
whenever the sunlight fell squarely upon it, it 
shriveled up like a guilty thing and died. 


Meningitis in Animals 

There was only one possible way of studying 
the disease-producing powers of this microbe, 
and that was by experimenting on living 
animals. Here, however, certain practical 
difficulties developed. Meningitis is one of the 
diseases that animals do not naturally take. 
There are more or less well authenticated ac- 
counts of meningitis epidemics among horses; 
no other animal, however, has any natural 
susceptibility to it. There exists a certain 
community of interest between animals and 
men in that many of the same microérganisms 
attack both impartially. Thus a dog living in a 
tuberculous family will frequently contract tu- 
berculosis, and, after a rapid course of the dis- 
ease, perish wretchedly. Rats are peculiarly 
subject to the bubonic plague, and are the usual 
media of communicating it to mankind; 
horses, and not men and women, are the great- 
est sufferers from tetanus. On the other hand, 
there are many human diseases to which animal 
flesh is not heir. The monkey can sleep in a 
bed occupied by a smallpox patient and roll 
himself up in its blankets without the slightest 
injurious effects; and it is only in recent years 
that science has succeeded in inoculating him 
with that infection. The tenement-houses in 
which cerebro-spinal meningitis raged in New 
York were full of domestic pets — dogs, cats, 
rabbits, parrots, and canary birds; but they all 
went through the epidemic unharmed. 

Certain animals that do not take particular 
liseases in nature, can receive them by injec- 
tion — that is, by having pure cultures directly 
ntroduced into the tissues. Unlike the domes- 
tic dog, the guinea-pig does not “catch” tuber- 
culosis; if a small culture is injected under the 
‘kin, however, it develops a fatal infection, 
which may kill it within a week. Until Dr. 
Flexner’s experiments, laboratory animals had 
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manifested the utmost resistance toward 
inoculations of diplococcz. The most useful 
animal for studying meningitis is the monkey, 
because of its upright position and its general 
anatomical resemblance to man. But previous 
attempts to produce the disease artificially in 
monkeys had failed. There is a common belief 
that the diplococcus enters the human body by 
way of the nasal cavity; the repeated rubbing of 
these microdrganisms in the noses of monkeys, 
however, had not produced the slightest un- 
favorable results. At other times pure cu!- 
tures had been directly introduced into the 
brain and spinal canal, but the monkeys had 
remained as saucy as before. Dr. Flexner 
found that ordinary white mice could success- 
fully resist doses that would easily have killed 
many men. Unless animals could be inocu- 
lated, however, there was no possibility of 
progress. By using large doses, Dr. Flexner 
soon found himself able to infect guinea-pigs, 
and, by introducing what he describes as 
“colossal cultures” directly into the spinal 
canal, monkeys readily acquired the disease. 

For all practical purposes, these laboratory 
monkeys had the same infection which was 
working such havoc outside among the chil- 
dren of the tenements. They did not endure, 
however, a fractional part of the agony that 
assailed the human sufferers. They gave few 
evidences of those paroxysms of pain that con- 
stantly tortured the children; at most, they 
merely stepped from the perches and huddled 
in the corners of their cages, while the children 
had frequently to be strapped to their beds. 
Only rarely did the monkeys manifest the te- 
tanic symptoms that were so familiar a sight in 
the city hospitals; in only one did the head 
bend backward, and then only for a brief period. 
Rapidly as the disease progressed in human 
beings, it sped more swiftly still in these animals; 
in many cases the victims inoculated in the 
afternoon had succumbed by morning. 

The infection of monkeys marked a great 
step in the way of ultimate success; the next 
move obviously was an attempt to cure them.

In conquering this disease ordinary medcica- 
tion could avail little; the experimentalist must 
depend, as in so many other infections, upon the 


natural defensesofthebody. Very fewdrugs are 
known that have any particular power in con- 
tagious diseases; tremendously potential comba- 
tive agencies, however, exist in the body itself. 

For ages mankind has marveled at the varied 
phenomena now comprehended under the gen- 
eral name of immunity. We all know that if 
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we ever have a particular contagious disease, 
even in a light form, we seldom take it again. 
Men and women only occasionally have the dis- 
eases of children, and children seldom have the 
diseases of adults. The fact that animals escape 
many of the diseases of human kind has already 
been noted. Insects have their own peculiar 
epidemics from which all vertebrate races are 
exempt. Even diseases that attack human 
kind sometimes show queer freaks of selection; 
England, once a prolific breeding-place of 
leprosy, is now immune against it. Until re- 
cent years science has been content to observe 
these facts and has hardly dreamed of pene- 
trating the cause. But in the last quarter of a 
century experimentalists have made many im- 
portant discoveries and turned them practically 
to account in the cure of infectious diseases. 


Bodily Fluids Have the Power to Destroy 
Disease 


Among the most interesting of these discov- 
eries is the fact that certain fluids possess 
great powers, protective and curative. At 
times these demonstrations almost border upon 
the grotesque. Take a guinea-pig, for ex- 
ample, and inject into its peritoneum a small 
quantity of ordinary beef bouillon. Twenty-four 
hours afterward you can inject into the same 
place enough pure cultures of cholera germs to 
kill several men; and although the guinea-pig is 
exceedingly sensitive to this disease, absolutely 
no injurious results follow. This simple injec- 
tion of broth has saved its life. Certain animal 
fluids, in their normal condition, have much 
greater therapeutic value. The watery sub- 
stance always present in the peritoneal cavity 
has great power; animal serum, however, is the 
most potential. Serum, it may be explained, 
is the liquid part of the blood. If you with- 
draw a quantity of blood from the circulation, 
and place it in a jar, the red blood corpuscles 
and other substances coagulate — form into a 
clot, and sink to the bottom, leaving on the sur- 
face a transparent straw-colored liquid. That is 
blood serum. This fluid, taken in its natural 
state from one species of animal, frequently 
has considerable power in destroying the most 
deadly diseases in another. Thus, a little serum 
from a healthy man injected into guinea-pigs 
mortally sick with cholera, will often restore 
them to health. The therapeutic power of 
normal serum, however, is mild compared with 
the serum that, in the medical phrase, has 
been made “‘specific,’——that is, the serum 
taken from a body that has suffered from the 
particular disease it is desired to cure. In 
many cases such a serum, taken from a patient 
who has recovered from a specific disease, 


prevents an attack of the same disease in other 
bodies, and also cures aggravated infections. 

What is the physiological mechanism by which 
these results are obtained? If you could observe, 
with a powerful microscope, the changes that 
take place in the afflicted body after the introduc- 
tion of this specific serum, you would have 
before you the finest example of nature’s magic 
that modern medical science has unfolded 
The region at first swarms with myriads of 
bacilli, rapidly reproducing themselves and se- 
creting their frightful disease-producing poisons 
When the serum is injected, however, the ma- 
levolent little organisms immediately show that 
they have encountered a force more powerful 
than their own. They lose first the power of 
motion, then become stupid, dull, and cease wo 
multiply. Finally, almost as though seeking 
mutual protection, they huddle together 
form into little pasty colonies, or, as the medi- 
cal man says, “they agglutinate.’’ In some 
cases, perhaps, they die merely as a result of the 
serum injections though on this point sci 
entists are divided; at least, they lose their 
aggressiveness and are made susceptible to 
attacks from other quarters. 

Nature's Defenders of the Body 

And these new attacks now rapidly follow 
Away down in the marrows of the bones, billions 
of white microscopic cells are being constantly 
manufactured, which afterward become one of 
the constituent substances making up the cir- 
culating blood. These are the white blood cor 
puscles, or the leucocytes. Metchnikoff, the 
great zodlogist of the Pasteur Institute, t 
whom we are chiefly indebted for these dis 
coveries, has given them a new and descriptive 
name. He calls them the phagocytes, a Greek 
word meaning cell-eaters. These phagocyte 
are the constantly vigilant defenders of the 
body against extraneous elements. Let any 
injury happen to animal tissue or any malevo~ 
lent foreign substance invade it, and the phago- 
cytes savagely set towork. Cut your finger, for 
example: the phagocytes, by the million, escape 
from the blood stream, squeeze their way 
through the walls of the blood vessels, and set t 
work repairing the injury. The swelling that 
takes place, or the pus that forms, consists 
simply of these massed white blood corpuscles 
Similarly, if any foreign substance gets into th: 
body, they rush to the defense. They cause th 
process commonly known as absorption, or th 
disappearance in the body of outside elements 
Inject, for example, a little turpentine under th« 
skin; inflammation follows, dead tissue begins to 
accumulate, but in a short time both the turpen- 
tine and the dead tissue are destroyed by the 
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phagocytes. In the opinion of most scientists, the 
operation is simply one of digestion. In gen- 
eral, what happens to the turpentine is similar 
to what happens to food in our own digestive 
tracts. In the stomach and intestines, food is 
attacked by the digestive juices, and trans- 
formed into the elements of which bodily tis- 
sue is formed. In their turn, the phagocytes 
come armed with powerful digestive fluids. 
[hey swallow the extraneous molecules, and, in 
their own interior, transform them by their di- 
gestive ferments into substances that are not 
harmful to the body, and, indeed, may be 
highly beneficial. 

The pet abominations of the phagocytes are 
disease-breeding bacteria. Metchnikoff has di- 
vided them into two great families: the macro- 
phages,— or the big eaters,—which attack 
most vigorously foreign elements, such as the 
turpentine in question, and the microphages,— 
the little eaters,— which concern themselves 
chiefly with disease-causing germs. But for the 
microphages we should have been destroyed by 
microbes eons ago; they now save our lives a 
hundred times aday. If you are “exposed” to 
a contagious disease and do not “catch”’ it, it is 
because the microphagic leucocytes have eaten 
and digested the enemy. If you do “‘catch”’ it 
and get well, it is because, after a bitter struggle, 
they have carried the day. If you sicken and 
die, it is because their most heroic efforts have 
failed,— the bacteria, that is, have been too 
numerous and too powerful for them. 


Serum Stimulates Activities of the Phagocytes 

Now, the activity of these microscopic 
scavengers can be diminished or stimulated. If 
a lethal dose of cholera vibrios and a small 
quantity of opium are injected simultaneously 
into a guinea-pig, it will presently die. The 
opium narcotizes the phagocytes,— stupefies 
them, makes them drunk, as it were,— and, 
while they are thus sleeping at the post, the 
bacteria destroy the animal. On the other hand, 
certain substances thoroughly arouse them and 
make them unusually voracious. Beef bouillon, 
as described above, does this to a certain ex- 
tent; normal blood serum has greater influence, 
while the specific serum acts most powerfully of 
all. Thus, specific serum works in two ways: 
it degenerates the bacteria— renders them 
chumpy and motionless, and according to some 
authorities, destroys them outright. It also 
produces abnormal activities in the phagocytes. 
Immediately after it is introduced the phago- 
cytic army, many millions strong, swoops down 
upon the weakened bacilli, and in a few hours 
the invaders, which came upon the scene lean 
and hungry, are gorged and distended with 
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their prey; sometimes they are swollen to many 
times their normal size. The bacilli have now 
entirely disappeared from the infected parts, 
and are found only inside their conquerors. 
Once here, their day is done. They may sur- 
vive for a few hours, and, in exceptional cases, 
for days, but ultimately their prisons also prove 
their graves. The phagocyte bathes them in 
its own digestive fluids, and the once death- 
dealing microbes are broken down into in- 
nocuous chemical elements. Ultimately, in all 
probability, they become simple proteids — 
the elementary substances of which the normal 
body is largely composed. 
Why Serums Are Not Always Successful 
One might hurriedly conclude that, once 
having discovered this phagocytic process and 
the influence upon it of the specific serum, the 
elimination of all contagious diseases was in 
sight. That obviously is not the fact. Only a 
few infections have thus far successfully re- 
sponded to serum treatment. In many cases 
these fluids can be used as _ preventives; 
in only a few cases have they developed 
great power in checking infections that have 
already gained much headway. This cir- 
cumstance is largely explained by the fact 
that the mortal injury is done, not directly by 
the microbe itself, but by the poison it secretes. 
Merely destroying the bacteria after the harm is 
already done will evidently avail little; you have 
killed the poisoner, but, by that act, you do not 
get rid of the poison. If, however, you inject 
the serum before the disease attacks — before 
the arrival of the bacteria — you have success- 
fully forearmed the patient. In that event the 
serum lies in wait and destroys the micro- 
organisms before they have accomplished their 
deadly purpose. Thus the preventive vac- 


cination against typhoid fever, the bubonic © 


plague, and other diseases has been successfully 
undertaken. 

Again, sometimes the injection of a specific 
serum in the early stages of the disease cures the 
patient. It accomplishes this because it kills 
and stops the multiplication of bacteria, and 
because the destructive toxins already set free 
are too limited in amount to cause death. This 
explains why, in serum treatments, the great- 
est success is attained when the disease is 
attacked early. 

In the main the successful serums are those 
that destroy not only the bacteria, but their 
toxins. The one with which we are most famil- 
iar is that now generally used against diphtheria. 
Another, of which we hear little in this country, 
because the disease against which it is directed 
is not especially virulent here, but which has had 
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great success in tropical climates, is the dysen- 
tery serum. Its discovery is the work of Shiga, 
a great Japanese bacteriolagist; and in Japan 
alone it has reduced the mortality from dysen- 
tery more than one half. In Russia, also, it has 
been used with similar effect. This serum both 
destroys the bacilli and neutralizes their poisons; 
in the early stages of the disease, it is almost in- 
variably successful, and is usually so if applied 
within the first two weeks. 

Lockjaw Serum and Fourth-of-July Accidents 

An anti-toxin against tetanus, or lockjaw, 
has also been evolved. As a curative this has 
not had the same success as the similar treai- 
ment for diphtheria. This is explained by the 
fact that the tetanic poison attacks the most 
delicate parts of the body. The diphtheria 
toxin has an affinity for general body cells,— 
the liver, the kidney, and other easily recu- 
perative forms of tissue. The tetanic poison 
ignores these and goes directly for the nerve 
cells, upon which any serious lesions are almost 
inevitably fatal. As a preventative, however, 
the tetanus anti-toxin is wonderfully successful. 
Any one who receives a serious surface wound, 
especially if accompanied by dirt, should im- 
mediately receive an injection, as infection from 
tetanus can thus almost always be forestalled. 
Lockjaw as a regular accompaniment of our 
Fourth-of-July celebration is decreasing an- 
nually because of the general use of this simple 
prophylactic. 

Peculiarity of the <Meningitis Poison 

The destructive molecule in meningitis is 
what the scientist calls an endotoxin. Many 
bacteria manufacture their poisons and excrete 
them into the body they inhabit; the diplococ- 
cus, however, carefully keeps his poison within 
his own person, and only gives it up when he is 
himself destroyed. A serum that causes his dis- 
integration, therefore, and the consequent set- 
ting free of poison, seems at first the particular 
thing to avoid. On the other hand, the early 
destruction of all diplococct would free the body of 
its original enemies, even though, in this, some 
poison — though probably not enough to pro- 
duce fatal results — might be freed. There was 
also the chance that a meningitis serum might 
develop anti-toxic properties. 

An especially encouraging fact was that the 
microérganisms could readily be attacked. 
The disease does not assail the whole body, but 
only the meninges of the brain and the spinal 
cord. In most serum treatments the fluid is 
injected under the skin or directly into the 
veins. Hence it slowly permeates the whole 
system,— that is, it has an enormous territory 


to cover. Dr. Flexner believes that this fact 
explains many failures in serum treatment, 
because, in the late stages of the disease, it is 
impossible to inject enough serum to reach all 
the affected parts. In the case of meningitis, 
however, forehanded nature seems greatly tohave 
simplified this problem. Deep within two of the 
spinal membranes is a conduit or canal, filled, 
in time of health, with a thin, watery, trans- 
parent fluid. Instead of injecting the menin- 
gitis serum into the veins, far from the battle- 
ground, why not inject it directly into this 
canal? Here it would not have to skirmish 
about to find the objects of attack, but would 
have them immediately at hand. Meningitis 
offered great opportunities of this kind because 
the spinal canal is so near the surface of the 
body and thus so accessible. Simply thrust 
a hypodermic needle in between two of the 
vertebrae and the thing is done. 


The serum of an immunized goat developed 
certain powers in curing guinea-pigs sick with 
meningitis; but it was not until Dr. Flexner 
experimented upon several members of the 
Macacus rhesus family that greatly encouraging 
results were obtained. 

Serum Absolutely Prevents the Disease 

in a Monkey 

In curing monkeys, serums derived from 
monkeys themselves were used. In the course 
of several months two large animals were thor- 
oughly immunized, and the serum of their blood 
tried upon five of their compatriots. Into the 
first animal Dr. Flexner injected enough menin- 
gitis culture to destroy several grown monkeys 
and simultaneously a small quantity of the new 
serum. That monkey for the next few hour 
became the object of much anxious observation 
The animal himself, however, was entirely un- 
concerned. Having been anesthetized, even the 
slight pricking of the injecting needle had not 
disturbed his composure. He had not the 
slightest suspicion that anything unusual had 
happened, or that in making a solid contribution 
to the successful treatment of a dreadful malady, 
he might become one of the great monkeys ot! 
history. He sat cheerfully upon his perch, 
jumped about the cage, and showed all the 
monkey’s characteristic interest in his sur- 
roundings. He did not become sick even in a 
slight degree; and a year after the experiment he 
was entirely healthy. The conclusion seemed 
inevitable — the cultures of the disease and the 
protective serum injected together had com- 
pletely neutralized each other.

A Very Sick Monkey Cured by the Serum 


At about the same time, Dr. Flexner injected 
into a second monkey another lethal dose of the 
same culture. A few hours afterward the animal 
fell terribly ill with cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
He was then given a small dose of the serum. 
In a few hours he began slowly to get better. 
[he following morning the anxious experimenters 
visited the cage and found their patient con- 
valescent; before the day had passed, he was 
on his perch, busily eating and chattering. 

The first two experiments therefore seemed 
successful. Still, there was one theoretical 
flaw; possibly the cultures used might have been 
a “weak strain,’’— not strong enough, that is, 
to produce fatal infections. In order to remove 
doubts of this kind, Dr. Flexner inoculated a 
third monkey with the same dose of identically 
the same culture that was used in the preced- 
ing two cases. To this animal no serum was 
given. Almost immediately he developed 
marked meningitic symptoms, and in thirty- 
eight hours he was dead. Thenet result of the 
experiments was then this: One monkey which 
had received fatal doses of diplococci and serum 
injections simultaneously, developed no traces 
of the disease. A second, which was injected 
with diplococci, rapidly developed a severe at- 
tack, but, on receiving a small quantity of se- 
rum, promptly got well. A third, which was 
given precisely the same quantity of diplococci 
as the preceding two, but no serum, just as 
promptly died. 

Dr. Flexner had only two more monkeys left 
in the laboratory; he gave them both fatal cul- 
tures of diplococci, following the injections, 
when the disease appeared in virulent form, 
with the serum. Both animals made quick and 
complete recoveries. As it was impossible to 
purchase any more monkeys in the open market 
at that time, the experiments came to an end. 

The mechanism of the meningitis serum, as 
disclosed by a microscopical examination, was 
essentially that described above. Once intro- 
duced into the spinal canal, it searched out 
in every crevice the diplococct, weakened them, 
and caused them to become shapeless and 
motionless. It stimulated also the phagocytes, 
Which rushed upon the degenerated microbes, 
gulped them in, and destroyed them with their 
digestive fluids. The serum also demonstrated 
some anti-toxic power; that is, after destroying 
the bacteria, it had a certain capacity for neu- 
tralizing their poisons. 

These experiments clearly proved that the 
serum of a monkey thoroughly immunized 
against meningitis prevented the disease in mon- 
keys and rapidly cured the most acute infec-

tion. But could the same treatment be ap- 
plied to man? This did not necessarily follow. 
The laboratory infection could be readily con- 
trolled, the experimentalist could apply the 
treatment at an early stage of the disease,— he 
received all his patients, in other words, under 
the most favorable circumstances. But in the 
case of human beings, the patients, for the 
larger part, could be reached only some days, in 
many instances more than a week, after the first 
onslaught. In view of the fact, however, that 
no other treatment was known, it would cer- 
tainly have been a crime not to use the serum 
upon the stricken children. 

Mankind’s most patient friend, the horse, 
was selected as the source from which to obtain 
a serum for this purpose. The blood of most 
animals acts as a poison upon human tissues, 
but that of the horse is practically harmless. 
Dr. James W. Jobling, of the Rockefeller 
staff, who had already coéperated with Dr. 
Flexner in his experiments, undertook the task 
of immunization. In rendering this animal 
adamant to the attack of the meningitis organ- 
ism, the experimentalist simply applied once 
more the great discovery of Pasteur — that by 
using first small doses of organisms which had 
been largely deprived of their virulence, and 
then gradually increasing them in quantity and 
in strength, the animal is ultimately rendered 
absolutely incapable of taking the disease. 

In this way, by inoculations extending 
through nine months, the Rockefeller horse 
reached a condition in which no power on earth 
could give it meningitis. Moreover, there was 
fair reason to believe that its serum had ac- 
quired new powers that would destroy the dis- 
ease in other bodies. 


First Three Human Beings to Receive the 
Serum All Get Well 


By the time the serum was ready, the New 
York epidemic had practically run its course. 
But in the northern part of Ohio is the little 
town of Castalia — a place with only six hundred 
inhabitants, among whom meningitis, in recent 
years, had been practically unknown. In Jan- 
uary, 1907, the plague suddenly appeared in 
this quiet village. The sufferers were few, 
there being in the town and in the surrounding 
country only eighteen well-defined cases in three 
months. Few as they were, they caused a 
panic, half the people in terror leaving the 
region, taking their children with them. In the 
early part of March, Dr. Louis W. Ladd, of 
Cleveland, appeared in Castalia, bringing a 
supply of the serum, prepared to test it, for the 
first time, upon human beings. 

When Dr. Ladd arrived, only three patients 
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were left upon whom the new remedy could pos- 
sibly be tried. Of the eighteen cases, twelve 
had died, and three had practically recovered, 
while three still remained in the convulsive grip 
of the disease. These three patients lived at 
widely divergent places in the country sur- 
rounding Castalia, and, in order to get the 
serum to them, it was necessary to take long 
rides through a sparsely settled country dis- 
trict. A girl sixteen years of age was the first 
human patient to receive the new treatment. 
Until suddenly attacked by meningitis in the 
latter part of March, she had been a healthy, 
normal girl; by the time Dr. Ladd arrived, how- 
ever, although she had been ill only three days, 
the disease had gained a most destructive head- 
way. When Dr. Ladd first saw the patient, she 
lay in a condition of semi-consciousness, with 
retracted head and all the other marked mani- 
festations of the disease. She was burning in a 
high fever, the pulse was rattling on at the rate 
of a hundred and twenty, and the thermometer 
registered a temperature of 103 degrees. The 
physician set to work immediately, adopting the 
method of introducing the serum that has been 
followed generally since. Placing the patient in 
a sitting posture, he inserted a hypodermic 
needle between two of the lower vertebrae, 
withdrawing first a considerable quantity of the 
purulent spinal fluid. Into the same place Dr. 
Ladd then injected a small amount of the serum. 
rhe girl having resumed a recumbent position, 
the foot of the bed was lifted slightly, so as to 
permit the new fluid to flow down the spinal 
canal and into the brain. As this was the first 
use of the serum, only a small amount was in- 
jected; its effects, however, were soon ‘plain. 
3y the afternoon of the next day the fever had 
considerably subsided, and for brief periods the 
patient became mentally normal. That same 
afternoon a considerably larger amount was 
injected; and fifteen hours later the mental 
condition cleared, and the muscular rigidities, 
including the retraction of the head, began to 
subside. After another injection, the girl’s 
improvement became regular,-finally resulting 
in a complete recovery. 

Dr. Ladd next used the treatment upon a 
three-year-old child, whose attack had been 
even more violent than the foregoing. In this 
case also perfect recovery followed. The next 
patient was a powerfully built man twenty- 
three years of age —a railroad employee who 





had arrived one evening at the near-by country 
hotel apparently in excellent health and was 
found the next morning unconscious in bed. 
The assault had been so violent and the sickness 
had made such startling progress by the time 
Dr. Ladd arrived that the case seemed abso- 
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lutely hopeless. But after three injections of 
the serum the patient slowly came out of the 
unconscious state, and in three or four weeks he 
had returned to his work completely restored. 

Thus all three of the patients upon whom the 
Flexner serum was first used entirely recovered. 

Meanwhile, another severer epidemic had 
broken out in Akron, Ohio. Several school- 
children and workers in a local rubber factory 
suddenly contracted the most aggravated form 
of the disease. A considerable number were 
at once removed to the Akron City Hospital, 
where, under the supervision of Dr. W. S. 
Chase and Dr. M. L. Hunt, the new serum had 
its first trial on any considerable scale and un- 
der conditions permitting detailed scientific 
observation. 

Here Viola Houser, a nine-year-old Akron 
school-girl, furnished the medical world its first 
opportunity to learn something of the workings 
of thenew remedy. One morning in April Viola 
went to bed complaining of a headache, and, 
before nightfall, she had become unconscious. 
The next evening the child was delirious, hurl- 
ing herself wildly about the bed and screaming 
in agony. The illness that followed was very 
severe and protracted; admitted into the hos- 
pital on the last day of April, the child did not 
leave it until the early part of August. It was 
one of those chronic cases which are so greatly 
feared, and which frequently terminate, in case 
the patient gets well, in a hydrocephalus. 
When Viola Houser finally left the hospital, 
however, she was a well child, in complete pos- 
session of her mental and physical powers. 

At the same time, Drs. Chase and Hunt 
treated several other patients with the Flexner 
serum. When the Akron epidemic ended, a 
casting up of accounts showed that there had 
been nine cases outside the hospital in which the 
serum had not been used. Of these, eight had 
died. On the other hand, there had been eleven 
cases in which the serum had been used. Of 
these only three had died. The mortality in 
the non-serumized cases was therefore ninety 
per cent., and in the serumized cases it had been 
reduced to twenty-five. In one of the fatal 
cases, however, the serum had not been used 
until the patient had become pulseless. 

Dr. Flexner, with characteristic caution, re- 
fused to accept these results as conclusive. 
Eleven successful cases, though they might 
justify further experimentation, hardly fur- 
nished grounds for definite conclusions. Other 
opportunities were soon found. Immediately 
following the Akron experience, a small-sized 
meningitis epidemic broke out in Cleveland. 
Here Dr. Ladd administered the Flexner serum 
in thirteen cases. The results almost dupli-

cated those obtained in Akron. Of the thir- 
teen patients eight got well and five died —a 
recovery percentage of sixty-one against a 
mortality percentage of thirty-eight. 


Wonderful Work Done in California 


Far out in the San Joaquin Valley, California, 
nestling at the foot of the Sierras, is the little 
town of Porterville; here, in December, 1907, 
an epidemic of meningitis suddenly appeared. 
[he mortality that resulted was excessive, even 
for this disease. In a few weeks twelve un- 
fortunates, many of them men and women, 
were stricken, and of them only one, a boy eight 
recovered. Here, therefore, the 
death toll amounted to ninety-one and a half 
per cent. 

When matters had reached this pass Dr. Philip 
i. Brown, of San Francisco, came into possession 
of a small quantity of the Flexner serum. 
Jumping upon a train he made a three-hundred- 
mile journey to Porterville, and placed the pre- 
cious fluid at the disposal of Dr. Andrew Miller 
and Dr. A. S. Barber, who had most of the cases 
in charge. By the time Dr. Brown arrived, one 
of Dr. Barber’s patients, a baby but fourteen 
months old, had just fallen ill. “I don’t want 
any experiments tried on my baby,” said the 
mother, when the physician asked permission 
to use the serum. She soon consented, how- 
ever; and twenty-four hours afterward the re- 
traction of the head had disappeared, the child 
was conscious, wide awake, and nursing at the 
mother’s breast. In a couple of weeks he had 
entirely recovered, manifesting, among other 
healthy signs, what the doctors describe as a 
“ravenous appetite.” 

The next patient was a boy eight years old. 
The day after receiving the serum this child, 
upon whom the meningitis onslaught had been 
extremely severe, had regained consciousness; a 
month later he sat at table and ate breakfast 
with his family, entirely cured. A young 
woman aged nineteen, under the serum treat- 
ment, made most satisfactory progress; one 
night, however, a few days after the first on- 
slaught, she became rapidly worse. Unfortu- 
nately the supply of serum was exhausted, and 
the young woman died. The doctors declared 
their belief that, had they had more serum at 
the time, the patient would have got well. An 
additional supply soon arrived, however, and it 
was needed. _ A little girl six years old had de- 
veloped an aggravated case; tossing in agony, 
she at one time hurled herself entirely off the 
bed. An injection of the serum had an imme- 
diately quieting effect; and in less than a week 
the child had entirely recovered. In one other 
case the serum was used, and here again suc- 
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cessfully. The Porterville epidemic thus showed 
these net results: in twelve cases in which the 
serum had not been used there were eleven 
deaths and one recovery — a mortality record 
of ninety-one per cent.: in six cases in which 
it had been used there were one death and five 
recoveries — a mortality record of sixteen per 
cent. 

Meantime, in other places similar results 
were regularly obtained. Dr. Charles Hunter 
Dunn, of Boston, used the Flexner serum in 
sixty-one cases during 1907 and 1908; of these 
forty-four recovered and seventeen died —a 
mortality of twenty-five per cent. Dr. Dunn 
declares that the results in these cases “afford 
a very strong basis of hope that the treatment”’ 
will demonstrate ‘‘a value commensurate with 
that of anti-toxin in diphtheria.” At the 
Garfield Memorial Hospital in Washington Dr. 
J..D. Morgan and Dr. W. W. Wilkinson used the 
serum in ten cases; seven recovered and three 
died — a mortality of thirty percent. The last 
epidemic, in the District of Columbia, in 1808, 
showed, out of 110 -cases, a mortality record 
of eighty-one per cent. Dr. W. T. Longcope 
tried it in five cases—all that there were — 
in the Pennsylvania Hospital at Philadelphia; 
four got well and one died. 

Serum Used in Edinburgh with 
“Remarkable Results’’ 


News of these successes had now reached 
Great Britain. At the time of the New York 
epidemic, several cities in Scotland and Ireland 
had been visited by meningitis. In all in- 
stances the mortality record was about the 
same as that in New York. In Edinburgh it 
had been eighty per cent., in Belfast seventy, 
while that of New York had been seventy-five. 
Several German and English scientists had been 
working on anti-meningitis serums, which had 
been tried practically without success in these 
epidemics. Dr. A. Gardner Robb, physician 
in charge of the Belfast Fever Hospitals, had 
used three different serums in seventy-nine 
cases, without the slightest reduction in the 
death rate. He had become extremely pessi- 
mistic on the possibility of a successful serum 
treatment and took up the American discovery 
with the greatest reluctance. For four months, 
however, he used it in all meningitis cases in his 
hospital. ‘‘The results obtained,” he writes in 
the British Medical Journal, “have been re- 
markable.” In this period he tried the new 
remedy upon thirty people; twenty-two recov- 
ered and only eight died. In the same time 
there were thirty-four cases treated outside the 
hospital without the serum; and of these 
twenty-nine died. Up to date Dr. Robb has 
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used the serum upon ninety patients, with a 
mortality result of only thirty per cent. Dr. 
Claude B. Ker, lecturer on infectious diseases at 
the University of Edinburgh, who has used Dr. 
Flexner’s preparation with similar results, says: 
“| am convinced that, in Flexner’s serum, used 
intraspinally, we have a wonderfully effective 
treatment for cerebro-spinal meningitis.” In 
France and Germany the new remedy is now 
being used with the same success. 

Those Who Recover Get Entirely Well 

Up to the present time, there are official 
records of the use of the serum in about six 
hundred cases. In these the mortality rate 
has been about twenty-five per cent.— against 
the seventy-five that had previously prevailed. 
Important as these figures are, physicians say 
that the visible results at the bedside are far 
more convincing. In successful cases, the ad- 
ministration is almost invariably accompa- 
nied by a fall in temperature; and afterward the 
extreme sensibility to pain disappears, there is 
a return to consciousness, and an end to delir- 
ium. The physician who sees a little girl one 
day writhing with meningitis, and then, after a 
few injections of the serum, finds her sitting up 
in bed playing with her dolls — and this has 
happened — cares little for the evidence of 
Statistics, conclusive as they may be. And 
even more impressive is the fact that those who 
recover almost invariably get entirely well. 
The frightful mental and physical deformities 
that previously followed convalescence are vir- 


tually absent. In his last official communica- 
tion on the subject, Dr. Flexner gives the records 
of two hundred and ninety-five patients wh: 
have recovered under serum treatment. In 
these there was only one case of mental im- 
pairment and there were only seven of deafness 
All the other recoveries were absolutely complete 
In the old days recovery in meningitis simply 
meant that the patient did not die,—in at 
least one third of the “recovered’’ cases, 
however, there resulted merely a vegetative 
existence, made useless by frightful mental 
and physical deformities; while under th 
serum treatment, “‘recovery”’ means a normal 
restoration to health. 


Great Reduction in Infant Mortality 


Upon babies and very little children the serum 
also appears exceedingly efficacious. Hitherto 
infants under two years almost never recovered 
from the disease. The records of the Babies’ 
Hospital of New York show fifty-five cases of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis of children under two 
years; among these there were forty-nine deaths 
— amounting to ninety per cent. Among the 
children under two years of age who have re- 
ceived the Flexner serum, the mortality has 
been only fifty-three per cent. In the Babies’ 
Hospital of New York, during the recent epi- 
demic, of twenty infants under one year, ill with 
meningitis, not a single one got well. One half 
of the babies of this age who have been treated 
with the serum have been transformed into 
normal healthy children.

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E had been boxed up three 

days in the inn at Ried,

He had ferreted out an old Visitors’ Book, 
and was rummaging for names of people one 
has heard of. He ran them over smoothly 
enough until he blundered on to the name of 
Cuthbert Bailey. 

“Cuthbert Bailey,” he said; ‘‘that’s the man 
who abandoned Delacroix in Paraguay and left 
him for the aborigines to make soup of.” 

“| wish you would keep your criticisms to 
yourself, sir,’ snapped Malaher, glaring at him. 

The old man was confused. He hoped he 
had not been indiscreet, he said, and after a 
decent interval shuffled out of the room. | 
turned to Malaher. 

“You know Bailey’”’ | asked. 

“Yes, and | knew Delacroix too. It is just 
five years since | met Bailey in the Club hut 
on the Bietschhorn. It was there that he told 
me the whole story. 

“Delacroix had always been fascinated by 
the idea of exploring the unknown tracts of 
the watershed between the Paraguay system 
and the southern affluents of the Amazon. 
When Crevaux and his party were cut up by 
the Tobus at Ipanticopu, he persuaded Bailey 
to try his luck with him on the same journey. 
Thouar, you remember, got through a year 
afterwards where Delacroix failed, and he dis- 
covered the sources of the Pilcomayo, a tribu- 
tary of the Parana. It was in Bolivia that 
Delacroix met his fate. He turned aside, not, 
indeed, through any slackening of sinew or re- 
solve, for he meant to return on his tracks and 
see the thing through; but he was drawn off 
on a wilder flight to those ‘Aguas Tronantes,’ 
fabled by the Indians, which are generally be- 
lieved to be legendary, and which have never 
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been seen by any man articulate enough to re- 
cord the sight. Aborigines of a kind dwell 
there, and | believe Delacroix saw them 
That is part of the story. 

“Bailey came back alone. He had no pre- 
sentiment of the reception that awaited him. 
When he got to Buenos Aires, people were 
very civil and sympathetic. He felt, as he 
told me, rather like ‘a glad worm.’ He had 
come through a hideous dream. He was the 
Ancient Mariner, he said, but guiltless of the 
albatross’ blood. For he had no qualms about 
Delacroix. He looked on him as a kind of 
wild Juggernaut man. It was as if the two 
had sailed through siren-haunted waters and 
Delacroix had leaped overboard while Bailey 
stood fast and tried to hold him back. He 1s 
not the kind of man who takes death as seri- 
ously as stay-at-home folk, his own death or 
other people’s — of course, with the few natural 
exceptions. He was sorry for Delacroix, but 
quite as angry with him as he was sorry for 
him. In the meanwhile the comforts of the 
Argentine and that unparalleled spring air 
lapped him round like a physical caress and he 
had prospects of a month, nearly, of exquisite 
peace on the mail-boat. You know what it 
feels like to sit aft in the moonlight and watch 
the churning of the sea while the marble- 
veined trough of receding waters is the meas- 
ure of one’s path to something that is so dear 
that one hardly dares to think of it. Bailey 
was engaged. He was not naturally a wan- 
derer like Delacroix. His mind was centered 
in one parish and a Hampshire manor-house. 
He took to travel as a kind of cure for an evi! 
that hit him harder than it does most men. 
But the lady relented, some obstacle was re- 
moved, and her letter was one of the last tha 
reached him before he struck out into the un 
known. What an effort those next marches 
must have been, heavy foot and light heart, 
and that within his spirit which was enough to 
swing him round on his tracks and send him 
flighting home! 
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“They were an odd couple to be together. 
Delacroix was the kind of man who sees the 
ground just round his feet, and one other point 
a very long way off, and nothing in between. 
Bailey's eyes were cast back. Yet the two 
went on side by side for months, one drawn 
dreamily and half ecstatically towards a mag- 
net and the other plodding beside him in the 
fulfilment of a vow. I do not mean to say 
that Bailey had no zest in the business so long 
as there remained any reasonable hope of get- 
ting through with it; but his interest was sub- 
ordinated to a more imperious one. He had 
only to turn and stretch out his hand to grasp 
what his soul longed for. Of the two, he was 
the braver man. He had never been afraid 
of dying in a violent manner, but the fear of 
losing his mistress cowed him sometimes, and he 
rebelled against the irony of the renunciation, 
of the gift too late. He would feel sometimes 
that she ought to -be considered first, that to 
throw his life away was to injure her cruelly. 
And then an ugly suspicion would creep into 
his mind that he was deluding himself by 
means of casuistry. The path was clear, and 
she would despise him if he did not follow it. 

“Delacroix” courage was of another kind. 
He believed that peril dissolves itself if one 
forgets about it. He had a knack of shutting 
his eyes, of seeing a ledge the other side of a 
chasm and landing on it. It was not the cour- 
age of ignorance, nor of dull senses, for the 
man was all nerves. It was simply a power 
he had of lulling his apprehensive faculties to 
sleep, one part of his mind exercising a sort of 
hypnotic influence over the other part until 
the mood became a habit, and he really did 
not believe that anything could happen to 
him. Did you ever see the portrait of him in 
the Alpine Club? He was very much like the 
poet Cowper, a palpable dreamer; and he be- 
came more so instead of less.” 

“Then how on earth did he manage to get 
through? Where did he get his driving 
power?” 

‘The odd part of it is, he had none. He 
Was not a strong man, by no means a leader, 
and not even resourceful. To look at, he was 
the last man a sane explorer would think of 
taking with him on an expedition. The first 
time | saw him was at Covent Garden, and 
When he was pointed out to me as the 
man who had crossed Africa with L’Estrange 
| would not believe it. ‘That Delacroix?’ | 
said. “Impossible! The man looks mere putty.’ 
‘Putty and pig-iron,’ said my friend; and 
he was right. His African exploit was a 
miracle. Hayden, who was with him in the 
Turaeg country, said he would drift into a tight 
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place as innocently as a child into a hornet’s 
nest. The only approach to initiative he had 
was his inability to consider for a moment any 
step that did not lead straight on. And this, 
when you come to think of it, taken with his 
appearance of having arrived in a place on a 
zephyr, was a pretty good equipment for a 
man who wanted to get through.” 

“But it did not serve him in the Pilcomayo 
country.” 

“No, but it might have done, if he had gone 
straight on and never heard of the Aguas Tro- 
nantes. At other times Delacroix was like a 
piece of thistle-down driven before an obsti- 
nate wind, but this time the breeze was capri- 
cious. He listened to the Indians, and they 
told him that the forests by the cataracts were 
inhabited by a malignant race of aborigines, 
not made in the image of man. Even their 
own hunters had perished there; brave as they 
were, and alert and apprehensive, none who 
had pursued that valley had returned. Others 
said there was a singing genius in the falls that 
lured to destruction all living creatures who 
penetrated within her call; that it could be 
heard three marches from the bivouac where 
Delacroix and his party were, faintly, at first, 
like the singing of the cinchona bark in the 
ears, and then with more insistence, losing its 
sweetness until it became a dreadful summons 
to which no man dared close his ears. 

“*We will capture the Aguas Tronantes,’ 
Delacroix said, with a light in his eyes, ‘and 
then we will proceed by a valley parallel to 
Ipanticopu, avoiding the Tobus, debouch on to 
the Pilcomayo again a few marches farther 
north, and follow the river up to its sources.’ 

“Many marches farther back the country 
had become impracticable for mules, and the 
muleteers had been impressed as carriers, but 
when they heard that Delacroix was going to 
the Aguas Tronantes they would not move a 
step farther. This did not deter Delacroix; 
and Bailey, who had begun to understand the 
man by this time, realized with disgust that 
whatever course he might follow himself, his 
friend was now being driven on an insane 
quest from which nothing could recall him. 
Bailey had to follow or abandon him. He fol- 
lowed, of course. You must remember, it was 
Delacroix’ show. 

“The carriers were persuaded to continue 
with the party another three marches to the 
edge of the fatal circle. Thus far they had an 
Indian guide. The first two days they as- 
cended steep rises of about 3000 feet and 
crossed torrents at the foot of them which they 
had to bridge by felling trees. On the third 
evening they emerged on a plateau overlooking 
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an unexpected river of extraordinary rapidity 
and clearness. The stream was broader than 
the Pilcomayo and it raced in boiling eddies to 
their feet, where it was beaten by a resolute 
granite cliff and flung angrily at a sharp angle 
eastward. The existence of this river which 
so nearly debouches into the Pilcomayo is quite 
unknown. Bailey has written nothing about 
the expedition, and, as you can easily under- 
stand, he addressed no learned societies on his 
return. Delacroix, | believe, is the plaything 
of these waters, and he has solved in his grim 
way the riddle of their destination.

Even Bailey felt for a moment like Cortez» 


and Delacroix’ high spirits found vent in badi- 
nage. ‘Where is the voice?’ he bawled at the 
Indians. ‘Is your genius asleep, or is he 
afraid, or has he gone hunting?’ he cried pro- 
fanely. But, of course, they could hear noth- 
ing except the thunder of the waters. Yet at 
night, as they all lay awake, there was heard 
above that bass, infinitely faint, yet insistent 
and not to be denied, a kind of soft appeal, the 
echo of shell-music. 

“In the morning Delacroix and Bailey 
started up the stream heavily laden. The 
carriers were to wait for them in the bivouac 
on the cliff—‘Prospice Camp,’ Delacroix 
called it—and papers were given to them 
which they were to deliver to the British con- 
sul at Asuncion should the explorers not return 
within three weeks from the day of setting out. 

“There was, of course, no manner of track, 
and they had to cut their way through the un- 
dergrowth sometimes for a mile or two at a 
time. The ascent was continuous and steep. 
Often they struck down a gully to the bed of 
the river and made their way along it until 
they came to a gorge and were driven up the 
cliff again. The gorges became more frequent, 
and on the third and fourth marches they were 
rock-climbing all day long beside a cataract. 
They were deafened by its thunder, and in 
spite of the din, that unearthly undertone still 
far off thrilled through the night and grew in 
compass and insistence. 

“They had left the first cataract many miles 
behind when they came on the tracks. There 
was a distinct line of clearage in the under- 
growth, breast-high, like an overgrown drive 
in a wood. It cut across their line of progress 
in the direction of the stream, but underfoot 
there was no spoor, only rock and red-baked 
earth and fallen leaves. All that day they pur- 
sued the divided brushwood up the hillside, 
bent, and cramped, and thirsty, and at night- 
fall they lay down on a smooth rock and cursed 
the creatures that had led them astray. Man 
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or beast, all they knew of them was that they 
were stunted things, if they walked erect not 
more than four feet high. 

“At dawn they followed the voice. Their 
lips had not been moistened for twenty-four 
hours, and the thunder of the stream below 
mocked their thirst. They had no stomach 
for food, which was providential. As they 
scrambled towards the water they crossed other 
mysterious aisles, neglected and overarched. 
The timid frequenters of these passages, who- 
ever they might be, were never seen. Indeed 
to hear them or anything else was impossible 
Bailey told me he felt they were behind him 
and all about him. Delacroix would look be- 
hind him in an odd, suspicious way, some- 
times jerkily as if he wished to confound 
something that was dogging his steps or as if 
he expected to be just in time to see an elusive 
pair of heels disappear, smooth or horny — | 
don’t know what he expected. More than 
once Bailey was conscious, or thought he was, 
of the kind of smell that proceeded from hu- 
man sweat and uncleanliness in the lower or- 
ders of man, But if any creatures were behind 
them they could only make themselves known 
by touch, for every sense was bewildered by 
the commotion of the waters. The two had 
long ceased trying to converse. They were so 
hoarse with the efforts of the first two days 
that they could not raise their voices above 
a whisper. An enemy’s artillery might be 
muffled in the uproar of those cataracts above 
and below, whose combined orchestra no 
sound could penetrate or swell, save the sing- 
ing genius whose voice vibrated through it all 
imperiously. 

“There was no life in the forest. Day after 
day went by and they did not see a single bird 
ormammal. Delacroix floated on in a kind of 
happy trance, his lips moving to perpetua 
refrain. 

“*What is it you keep saying?’ Bailey aske: 
him one day. 

“Delacroix handed him his pocket-book an 
signaled to him to write. 

“*What are you saying?’ Bailey wrote. 

“Delacroix scribbled a few words an 
handed it back with the same kind of absent- 
minded smile with which he would distribute 
teacups in a lady’s boudoir.

“The words were written by a little home- 
sick Spanish boy in a letter to his mother from 
the Parana steamer on which the travelers had

begun their voyage. Delacroix had heard him 
reading it aloud. 

“It was just the sort of tag that would stick 
in Delacroix’ head. He was great in his way 
through this very minuteness. He would 
count the dewdrops on a gossamer that over- 
hung a shelving ledge of precipice. His spirit 
had become taut, his mental processes me- 
chanical. The odd words were buzzing in his 
head all day, but Bailey knew that they were 
only subconsciously suggested to him by the 
grim parallelism of the birdless cliffs, the lurk- 
ing enemy, the poignancy of far-off remem- 
bered things. Probably he did not think half 
a dozen times in the day of the pass they were 
in and the way out of it. 

‘Their provisions were running short. Luck- 
ily they were always too tired to eat much, 
but lay down with parched gums, feverish 
blood, the stomach a pervading and haunt- 
ing vacuum, legs and feet doing work for a 
vicarious trunk, and nerves that cried only for 
sleep. Their rucksacks had been packed with 
tablaids, extracts, essences, reputed to be of 
superculinary virtue, a whole beast in a lozenge. 
But there was no strength in them, and they 
were coming to an end.

““T tried them yesterday; they made me 
sick. So far the rat average is one in ten 
days. The natives, if there are any, are more 
likely to eat you than to give you anything to 
eat.’ 

“*There is still food for four days.’ 

“*But we have got to get back. We could 
never reach the bivouac; even if we do, it will 
be too late unless we turn back to-morrow 
They won't wait.’ 

““T am going on. It is all right. 
get through somehow.’ 

““Tt is suicide.’ 

““*No, it is not, it is Kismet; it is all settled 
what is going to happen, and you and | can't 
alter it.’ 

““Tt is settled that | am going back.’ 

“Bailey wondered if it was Kismet that he 
should renounce the girl he had won after so 
much trial, who had come to him when there 
had seemed no hope. He wrote in the note- 
book that he was engaged. The words in the 
context seemed absurd. What right had an 
engaged man in that wilderness? He smiled 
at the grimness of it, but Delacroix had no 
sense of humor. 

“*To a girl,’ Delacroix wrote. 

“Bailey nodded.

“Before Bailey could attract Delacroix’ at- 
tention he discovered that they were under 
fire. Another missile struck the rock over his 
head, and a stone bolt ricochetted at Delacroix’ 
feet and swung him round staring. They took 
cover. The thickets above them, the still im- 
penetrable cliff, were tenanted — by whom 
Bailey never knew. No sign of life was there.

N my writing-desk lies a pile of 

photographs, some taken with 

my own camera, some obtained 

from friends or through the 

courtesy of the United States 
Forest Service and the Geological Survey. 
Besides, there are maps and papers covered 
with statistic figures. 

If you look over this collection, you will be 
struck with horror, for these views disclose 
scenes so repulsive, that, if they were not pho- 
tographs, you would believe them products of 
the sickly brain of some artist like the famous 
Belgian painter Wuerz, or the Russian Were- 
schagin, who, with cruel pleasure, indulged 
in portraying only the most unpleasant and 
disgusting scenes of this world. 

Let us take up a few of these photographs. 

Here we have the gloomy view of a forest de- 
stroyed by fire. As far as the eye can pene- 
trate the picture, you see hundreds and thou- 
sands of straight black trunks, pointing as so 
many big needles toward heaven. There is not 
a limb left on one of the trees. Every branch is 
eaten away. And not a living thing is seen in 
this dreadful wilderness, nor will anything flour- 
ish there for many years to come. 

This second picture discloses another scene 
of devastation: a primeval forest as it was left 
by lumbermen after they had taken out the 
choicest timber. What reckless barbarians 
these men have been! Everywhere we see the 
unmistakable evidences of frightful waste. The 
ground is covered with fragments of noble trees, 
and with young saplings crushed to pieces by 
fallen timber. 

The next photographs show deforested hill- 
sides and farm-lands, damaged by rain-storms 
which gnawed deep gullies into the naked 
ground and carried away all fruitful soil. And 
here we have villages and cities suffering by 
the flood of rivers. The water reaches into 
the first and second stories. Mills and houses 


have beerl swept away and landed on distant 
places. 

After that we look into a bird’s nest, in which 
we see a heap of young birds, dead from star- 
vation. Another of these ghastly photographs 
affords a glance over rocky shores, strewn with 
the putrid bodies of thousands and thousands 
of seal pups, who perished while waiting in vain 
for the return of their slain mothers. 

And then we see horrible views showing long 
rows of human corpses, distorted by explosions, 
burned by fire, crushed by fallen rocks, or 
maimed by railway engines or street cars. 

There are dozens and dozens of such repulsive 
photographs. If thrown as lantern slides upon 
a screen and explained by a lecturer, this col- 
lection of views, maps, and figures would cause 
a cry of terror among the panic-stricken au- 
dience, and many, shocked to the bottom of 
their hearts, would leave, never to forget that 
horrible exhibition. 

You ask where these photographs have been 
taken and what the whole collection means. 
As an American citizen, | feel ashamed to say 
that all these views, without exception, were 
made from actual scenes in the United States, 
and that, together with the maps and statistic 
tables, they are incontrovertible and convicting 
evidences of grave sins of which our nation is 
guilty. Some of the material has been used in 
preparing my little book, “Our Wasteful 
Nation,” which is not an outcome of yellow 
journalism, dealing in sensations, but the hon- 
est work of a man who loves this country fer- 
vently as any native-born American, and who is 
inspired by the wish to help it along, that it 
some day may gain the proud title, the best 
among all lands. 

Perhaps native-born American writers are 
so accustomed to the extravagance of American 
life, that they fail to see the amazing amount 
of our prodigality, which to the stranger be- 
comes evident at once. 
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Carl Schurz the First Apostle of 
Conservation 


Indeed, it is a peculiar fact, that the first dis- 
tinct warnings about the abuse of our national 
resources came, not from Americans, but 
foreign-born citizens of the United States, as, 
for example, from the late Carl Schurz, who as 
Senator, as well as Minister of the Interior, 
pointed frequently to the grave dangers our 
nation was encountering by the reckless de- 
struction of its forests. But his recommenda- 
tions for the protection of our sylvan resources 
failed to make an impression. They were 
laughed at, and brought him the nickname, ‘the 
United States Oberforester.’ 

Later on came Fernoso, also a German, who 
had studied forestry in the old fatherland. 
Chiefly to his efforts the creation of the United 
States Forest Service and the establishment of a 
school for foresters at Cornell University are 
due. 

Schurz was still in office when I, as corre- 
spondent and special artist for a great German 
illustrated magazine, made my first visit to 
America. Traveling about for several years, | 
found a land different in many respects from 
the United States of 1909. The Alleghanies 
and Adirondacks were then still covered with 
great tracts of their original forests. The 
northern districts of Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota were known only as the “howling 
wildernesses”’ and the hunting-grounds of un- 
civilized Indians. The great plains of the West 
abounded with all kinds of game. In Wyo- 
ming and Montana, | observed herds of elk and 
antelopes counting several hundred heads. 
Accompanied by warriors of Sitting Bull, I 
hunted the buffalo along the banks of the Little 
Missouri. With the adventurous swimmer 
Paul Boynton, | floated for weeks down the 
Mississippi, which then was still the greatest 
carrier of commerce among all waterways of 
the globe. 

The Western creeks, rivers, and lakes | found 
alive with delicious fish. The wild turkey 
clucked and gobbled in many beech and chest- 
nut forests of the Central States. The ruffed 
grouse was an inhabitant of every thicket on the 
hillsides. Bob White’s cheerful cry rang in all 
rural districts. The snipe made the marshes 
merry in the spring with its shrill skeap. The 
ponds, lakes, and rivers were visited by multi- 
tudes of geese, swans, and ducks. With pro- 
found astonishment | wandered through the 
primeval forests of Oregon and Washington, and 
was lost in admiration of the mighty redwoods 
of California. The immense iron and copper re- 


gions along the Great Lakes had just been dis- 


covered; it was not long since men had begun 
to make use of coal-oil and natural gas, and 
agriculture was still the principal occupation 
of our American people. In fact, our republic 
appeared to the world not only as the land of 
liberty, but as a land of inexhaustible resources. 


Destruction Helped by Spread-Eagle Orators 


Our boasting spread-eagle orators did much to 
impress this belief on the mind of the American 
people by telling them that America was in all 
respects not only the biggest but far the richest 
and best land on earth, and that no other could 
compare with or excel it. The great mass of 
people, indolent or unable to investigate for 
themselves, believed such assertions; believed 
in the great future of the nation as well as in 
its exhaustless resources, because all signs indi- 
cated a rapidly increasing wealth. 

Our nation, living only in the present, not 
caring for the future, smiled at men like Schurz, 
Fernoso, and other “‘denudiatics and misan- 
thropes,”” who, seeing everything in black 
colors, made an unnecessary noise about the 
forests, which nature undoubtedly had allowed 
to grow, that men should make use of them. 

But time approved the warnings of the “de- 
nudiatics.”” In spite of larger output, greater 
efforts, and better methods, the prices of lum- 
ber, coal, iron, copper, game, fish, and many 
other things went higher and higher, because 
they became scarcer or had to be hauled from 
greater distances. Days came when we heard 
of the rapid dwindling of our wood-lands; of the 
diminishing of our water supplies; of exhausted 
soil and deserted farms; of the extermination of 
our game, fur animals, and fish; of the havoc 
among our birds; and of the threatening ex- 
haustion of our fuel and mineral resources. 

The cries of alarm became more and more 
frequent. And then, instigated by the Chief 
Officer of the United States Forest Service 
Gifford Pinchot, came President Roosevelt 
sensational calling of all the Governors of the 
United States to a conference at the White 
House, to consider the questions concerning the 
conservation and proper use of our national 
resources. 

I doubt that the great mass of the American 
people understood the importance of this step 
but later generations will appreciate it as the 
greatest of all services President Roosevelt did 
for our country. 

The conference, held in the second week o! 
May, 1908, was opened by the President himsel! 
with an address, in which he explained th 
question put before the assemblage as “i:

investigation of the many reports published by 
the different departments of our government, 
especially those of the United States Forest 
Service, the Bureau of Fisheries, the Geological 
Survey, the Bureau of Labor and Commerce, 
and others. These documents, not flattering, 
but stating in dry, businesslike language simply 
the facts, differ materially from the assertions 
of our Fourth-of-July orators, and convince 
us of the deplorable fact, that the natural re- 
sources of America indeed are threatened, and 
that it is not too soon to waken the nation to a 
thorough understanding of the situation. 

Let us see what this situation is: 

As the forests are the great fundamental 
basis of the welfare and success of any country, 
and as all natural resources are more or less 
interdependent, we cannot omit to consider 
briefly the present conditions of our sylvan 
resources. 

[hat greed and reckless wastefulness made 
heavy inroads upon our most precious heritage, 
everybody knows. When the first colonists 
settled on our eastern coasts, the forests cov- 
ered about sixty-two per cent. of the territory 
now encircled by the boundaries of the United 
States; eight per cent. was brush, while the re- 
maining thirty per cent. was open country. 

What are the figures to-day? The open land 
uncultivated remains as high as twenty-four 
per cent.; the cultivated area forms eighteen 
per cent., mostly taken from the forest; the re- 
mainder is forest and brush, with the brush in- 
creased from eight to thirty per cent., while the 
forest went down from sixty-two to twenty- 
eight per cent. There you have the decrease of 
our forest explained. 


Lumbermen Waste Half of Every Tree 
They Cut 
That the American lumbermen in their 
methods of cutting timber are wasteful, that our 
lumber companies are greedy, you have heard, 
of course, before. But I doubt whether my 
readers have an idea of the vast amount of 
damage they have done to the country at large. 
Right here let me give some facts, as obtained 
from experts. Dr. Bristol, chief of the Section 
of Wood Chemistry, states that fifty per cent. 
or more of the average tree as it stands in the 
forest is wasted before reaching the market in 
the form of lumber. He says, further, that the 
timber cut has increased from eighteen billion 
board feet in 1880 to fifty billion board feet in 
1906, and that our present consumption of 
Wood in all forms is equivalent to at least one 
hundred billion feet annually, and possibly 
much more. 
Further, it may be new to you that white 
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pine, in former years the greatest of all our 
lumber trees and the only wood dignified with 
the name “pine,” has, under the heavy drain 
upon it, so fallen off, that its domination of the 
lumber market has practically ceased. In from 
ten to fifteen years the supply of other woods, 
for instance, the yellow pine and the Douglas 
fir, will be just as limited as that of white pine 
now. Rapidly decreasing also is our supply of 
hard woods, the prices of which go up higher and 
higher. White oak went up from $48 in 1890, to 
$85 in 1907; hickory from $38 to $65; and yel- 
low poplar from $29 to $53. Expert foresters 
proclaim that we are, without having made any 
provisions against it, dangerously near a hard- 
wood famine, which will strike at the very 
foundation of some of the country’s most impor- 
tant industries. From other sources we learn 
that the amount of standing timber in the 
United States at present is estimated to be 
somewhere between fourteen hundred and two 
thousand billion feet. If we would not increase 
our consumption, that amount would last from 
twenty-eight to forty years; but if we increase 
our consumption to one hundred billion feet, as 
we probably will, then all our timber will be 
gone in from fourteen to twenty years. And 
then our nation must suffer the yet unknown 
hardships of a timber famine. 

How wasteful our American people are also 
in the consumption of finished timber is clearly 
shown by the fact that the United States uses 
fully five hundred feet of timber a year per in- 
habitant, while in even the richest countries of 
Europe the consumption comes to only sixty 
feet per inhabitant. 

Since 1870, forest fires have each year 
destroyed an average of fifty lives and fifty 
million dollars’ worth of timber. Not less than 
fifty million acres of forest is burned over 
yearly. 

One fourth of the standing timber is left or 
otherwise lost in logging. The boxing of long- 
leaf pine for turpentining has destroyed one 
fifth of the forests worked. The loss in the 
mill is from one third to two thirds of the timber 
sawed. The loss in the mill product, through 
seasoning and fitting for use, is from one seventh 
to one fourth. 

Only three hundred and twenty feet of lum- 
ber are used for each thc usand feet that stood 
in the forest. 


Impoverishment of Our Soil 


Immediate consequences arising from the 
waste of our sylvan resources are the losses of 
our water supplies and fertile soil. When 
robbed of. their vegetation, the hills and moun- 
tains are no longer protected against the mis- 
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chiefs of heavy rain-storms. Rushing from the 
slopes, the water collects in torrents, cuts deep 
ravines into the ground, overflows villages and 
cities, destroys hundreds of homes, and carries 
away enormous quantities of soil from where 
they are needed, to deposit them where they do 
great and lasting harm. The amount of soil 
thus swept away is calculated at more than a 
billion tons every year. The Mississippi alone 
sweeps four hundred million tons of floating 
sediment annually into the Gulf of Mexico, 
twice the amount of material to be excavated 
in opening the Panama Canal. 

In some of our Southern States, especially the 
two Carolinas, millions and millions of acres of 
once fertile land are torn and reduced to such 
extent that no industry and no care can re- 
store them. 

While most of these mischiefs happen in 
spring, we have during summer and fall the sad 
spectacle of empty creeks and shrunken rivers; 
of a country parching in hot sunshine; of 
steamers and flatboats sitting high and dry upon 
enormous sandbars, unable to move for many 
weeks; of hundreds and thousands of mills, 
factories, and mines lying idle, because they 
have been forced to close down for lack of 
water. And year in, year out, our government 
spends millions upon millions to dredge river 
channels and harbors that become clogged with 
gravel, snags, and mud deposited there by floods. 

But the chief cause of soil waste, one of the 
most dangerous of all wastes now in progress in 
the United States, lies outside of the destruction 
of forests, and is akin to it only in being the re- 
sult of the farmer’s determination to realize in 
the present at the cost of future benefits. The 
persistent raising of a single crop, such as wheat, 
together with the lack of fertilization, is re- 
sponsible for the exhaustion of our fields, the 
falling farm-land prices, and the desertion of our 
farms in many States. The census shows that 
between 1880 and 1900 land values in Ohio 
shrank sixty million dollars; that in one county 
in New York the population in 1905 was four 
thousand less than in 1855; and that, as Pro- 
fessor Carver of Harvard states, “agriculture 
as an independent industry, able in itself to 
support a community, does not exist any longer 
in the hilly parts of New England.” 


Our Miserable Farming Methods 


“Our soil,”” said Mr. James J. Hill at the 
Governors’ Conference, “‘once the envy of every 
other country,—the attraction which draws 
millions of immigrants across the seas,— gave an 
average yield for the whole United States, dur- 
ing the ten years beginning with 1896, of 13.5 
bushels of wheat per acre. Austria and Hun- 


gary each produced over 17 bushels per acre, 
France, 19.8; Germany, 27.6; and the United 
Kingdom, 32.2 bushels per acre. For the same 
decade our average yield of oats was less than 
30 bushels, while Germany produced 46 and 
Great Britain 42. For barley the figures are 25 
against 33 and 34.6; for rye, 15.4 against 24 for 
Germany and 26 for Ireland. In the United 
Kingdom, Belgium, the Netherlands, and Den- 
mark, a yield of more than 30 bushels of wheat 
per acre has been the average for the past five 
years.” 

Raubwirtschaft — so the economical Germans 
call the American methods of farming, which 
in the course of time result in the utter decline 
of good land that under proper cultivation 
would provide rich crops for centuries. 

Raubwirtschaft is also the proper name for 
the wasteful manner in which the mineral and 
fuel resources of our country are mined and 
consumed. According to careful investiga- 
tions and estimates made by competent geolo- 
gists, our coal supply amounts approximately to 
two trillion short tons. If molded into a single 
block, this would form a cube seven and a half 
miles each side. But this enormous quantity, 
seemingly inexhaustible, will be gone before the 
end of this century, if our nation keeps drawing 
on its coal supplies with the same recklessness 
as it has done in the past. 

The consumption of coal by decades was as 
follows:

As these figures show, the quantity of coal 
used in any one decade is equal to the entire 
previous production. If this rate keeps on, as it 
probably will, the aggregate consumption of the 
ten years from 1906 to 1915 will approximate 
to the aggregate of consumption during the 
preceding eighty-five years. And in still later 
decades it may swell to proportions far ex- 
ceeding our imagination. 

Here we must consider the fact that our 
methods of mining are wasteful in the extrem: 
The Geological Survey found that in many coai- 
mines only the best parts of the so-called “‘pa 
streaks” are removed, while inferior qualitic 
and such portions as are difficult to mine are 
never touched. Very frequently the richest, 
lowest beds are taken out first, in consequen< 
of which it happens quite often that the over- 
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lying strata cave in, which makes subsequent 
mining forever impossible. 


Nine ‘Billion Tons of Coal Wasted 

The Geological Survey believes that of the 
total deposits of our coal from forty to seventy 
per cent. are left unmined underground. And 
Andrew Carnegie believes that, while the actual 
consumption of coal up to the present time has 
been seven and a half billion tons, some nine 
billion tons were either wasted or allowed to re- 
main in the ground beyond reach of future use. 

While other countries take the greatest care 
to preserve the prosperity of their coal-mines 
for the future by removing all the coal, we 
Americans, eager to get rich quickly, squander 
our most precious possessions. 

The same wasteful methods confront us in the 
mining of iron, copper, zinc, lead, silver, and 
otherores. How large the original beds of these 
metals are, nobody knows. A generation ago 
the supplies were believed inexhaustible. But 
the fact that many districts have already been 
abandoned proves that this belief is false. 
Mr. Carnegie thinks that all iron ore now deemed 
workable will be used long before the end of the 
twentieth century. 

If the present waste continues, the time will 
not be distant when our natural gas, the purest 
form of fuel, and of which the United States has 
a practical monopoly, will also be gone. Dr. 
S. C. White, State Geologist of West Virginia, 
calls the record of waste of this most ideal fuel a 
national disgrace. And, indeed, when we read 
that not less than one billion cubic feet of this 
gas escapes unused every day; that there have 
been wells which poured out streams of gas for 
periods of from five to twenty years without 
any attempt being made to shut or utilize them; 
when we hear that all effort to stop such 
frightful waste by appropriate legislation failed, 

we cannot but agree with our famous geologist 
Shaler, that ‘‘of all the sinful wasters of man’s 
inheritance on earth, the very worst are the 
people of America.” 


Slaughter of the Buffalo 


And now we come to one of the most repulsive 
chapters in the story of American waste: the 
destruction of our game and fur animals, of our 
birds and fish. If you would read this chapter 
in all its details, you would feel more than once 
ashamed of the greed, brutality, and reckless 
wastefulness of man. 

[here is no doubt that North America in 
former centuries was of all continents the rich- 
est in animal life. To give to their countrymen 
it home an idea of the incredible numbers of 
buffaloes they had seen, the first European 
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explorers of our country invariably used super- 
latives, as “‘ millions upon millions’’; ‘‘ countless 
myriads”’; “untold legions.” 

It is estimated that at the time of Columbus 
the American bison numbered not less than 
one hundred and fifty million head. Whatever 
the correct number may have been, it is 
a fact that the bison was an inhabitant of 
western New York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, and 
the Carolinas. During the first decades of the 
nineteenth century the buffalo was still hunted 
in Kentucky and Illinois, but its number had 
already decreased to about forty million. By 
the middle of the century the bison had re- 
treated to the plains west of the Mississippi and 
Missouri. And here one of mother earth’s most 
useful animals met its fate. It was destroyed 
in a most ignoble manner; not by the hands 
of the red man or the bold trapper, but by 
wretched pot-hunters, the scum of civilization. 
These fellows were set loose by greedy mer- 
chants, eager to make money out of the sale of 
buffalo hides. As soon as the railroads began 
to penetrate the buffalo regions, the merchants 
of the small towns springing up along the rail- 
roads were not slow to take advantage of this 
new opening. They organized parties, fur- 
nished them with arms, provisions, and wagons, 
and sent them out into the wilderness to 

slaughter buffaloes. 

To secure prodigious numbers of these ani- 
mals, the hunter took a position along the 
creeks and rivers, where the animals must come 
to satisfy their thirst. But every approach of 
the herds to water was met by bullets, and a 
number of buffaloes had to bite the dust. Care 
was taken not to permit the others to drink, for 
then they would not return. For this purpose, 
at night fires were lighted and shots delivered, 
and in this way the herds were kept away from 
water until the last of the tortured brutes had 
been killed. 

The poor creatures were slaughtered without 
discretion, only for their hides, which brought 
first three dollars apiece, but later dropped to 
one dollar and even to fifty cents. All other 
parts of the carcasses, with the exception per- 
haps of the tongues, were left to rot. 

The rapacious spirit of these miserable pot- 
hunters is best illustrated by the manner in 
which, at the height of the butchery, the buffa- 
loes were skinned. As the ordinary process 
seemed too slow, the skinner made an incision 
across the back of the head, just in front of the 
ears, and around the throat. This thick skin 
was started by skinning down some six to eight 
inches, then connecting incisions were made 
from the throat to the belly, and from this 
down each leg to the knee. A stout rope was 
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fixed around the thick skin of the head, the ears 
preventing its slipping off when pulled. Nowa 
strong iron spike about three feet long was 
driven through the head of the carcass into the 
ground, pinning it fast. After that a wagon 
was brought up and the other end made fast to 
the hind axle. The horses were whipped up, 
and the skin torn from the carcass at one pull, 
in less than five minutes. Many skins were 
badly torn, but— “time is money, you know!”’ 

That such slaughtering-places presented a 
horrible aspect can easily be imagined. The 
banks of the rivers were literally covered with 
putrid carcasses, and the air was rendered 
pestilential with the sickening stench. The 
descriptions of travelers who were obliged to 
cross such places make, indeed, not pleasant 
reading. 

One of the best authorities of these times, 
Richard T. Dodge, Lieutenant-Colonel U. S. A., 
who then was stationed at Fort Dodge on the 
Arkansas, estimated the number of buffalo 
killed within the years 1872, 1873, and 1874 at 
four and a half million. The last cargo of hides 
was shipped to the East by the Northern Pacific 
Railroad in 1884. And the last buffalo hunt 
within the United States occurred in 1886, 
when William T. Hornaday, now director of 
the New York Zodélogical Park, made an expe- 
dition to Montana to collect a few robes and 
skeletons, which might be used in preparing a 
group of buffalo for the National Museum at 
Washington. 

But it was not the buffalo alone that was 
brought to the verge of extermination by the 
white man. The moose, elk, antelope, moun- 
tain sheep and goats, beaver, sea-otter, and 
many other game and fur animals of North 
America have also suffered so terribly under 
relentless persecution that they now are found 
only in small numbers in very remote places. 
[he sea-otter, of which at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century more than fifteen thousand 
were killed every year, has become so scarce 
that its coat, in good condition, is worth 
a thousand to fifteen hundred dollars. 


Seals Butchered and Their Pups Left 
to Starve 


Among the “‘fin-footed”’ animals none fared 
worse than the fur-seals or sea-bears. Not- 
withstanding these animals contributed more 
to the world’s wealth than any others, they 
have been persecuted with monstrous cruelty. 
From the South Sea Islands they were driven to 
Kamchatka, British Columbia, and Alaska, 


where one of the herds made the Pribilof 
Islands its principal breeding-ground. But 
peace was not accorded these poor animals, 


though the American government took great 
pains to protect them. Since 1874 their num- 
ber has decreased from 3,198,000 to a total of 
only 172,512 in 1907. This frightful decline 
is due to the persistent attacks by so-called 
“pelagic sealers,’’ who cruise about the breed. 
ing-grounds in sailing-vessels and kill every seal 
they find feeding or sleeping upon the water 
Since it is impossible to distinguish bulls and 
cows in the water, the hunter kills all without 
exception. As such “raids” are made in the 
breeding season, the killing of every cow means 
also the starving of her pups which she left on 
land and which are unable to care for them- 
selves. In 1895 no fewer than twenty-seven 
thousand dead pups were counted, those in the 
last stages of starvation not included. 

As Henry Elliot described it, “the exhibi- 
tion of these helpless offspring, starving in the 
greatest agony imaginable, is so very cruel and 
horrible, that if it did not occur so far away, 
the authors and perpetrators of the diabolical 
mischief would be jailed and punished like 
felons.” 


History of the Passenger Pigeons 

Did you ever hear the sad history of the pas- 
senger pigeons? Of course you never saw on 
of these birds alive, although they are native 
Americans, which in former times appeared in 
countless multitudes. 

In the “Ornithological Biography” of the 
great naturalist, John James Audubon, or the 
works of his colleague Wilson, or Fenimore 
Cooper’s beautiful romance “The Pioneers, 
you will find vivid and most realistic descrip- 
tions of the annual flights of the passenge: 
pigeons, as they rushed on like torrents, and 
with a noise like thunder. Audubon saw them 
dart by in this way for three days in succession 
Making a dot for every flock within the reach 
of his eye, he attempted once to count the 
flocks that might pass by in an hour. But after 
a short time he found the task impossible, as the 
birds poured by in countless multitudes. Then 
he attempted to estimate the number of pigeon 
contained in one of these mighty flocks. Taking 
a column one mile in breadth, which was fa: 
below the average size, and supposing it to pa 
over him without interruption for three hours at 
a speed of one mile a minute, Audubon found 
that this would give a parallelogram of 180 b 
1, covering 180 square miles. Allowing two 
pigeons to the square yard, this would give 100,- 
150,136,000 pigeons in one flock. 

When we hear of such incredible numbers, it 
seems impossible that they could be material! 
diminished. But Americans did it, and the 
performed this work within only a few decades 
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0 thoroughly that the passenger pigeon to-day 
is one of the scarcest birds of the continent. 
No reading is more disgusting than the de- 
scriptions of the different methods in which 
the passenger pigeons were captured and anni- 
hilated. 

If you care to read about the revolting meth- 
ds by which they were slaughtered, | refer you 
to my book, “‘Our Wasteful Nation,’’ where the 
riginal sources are quoted. 


Wholesale Slaughter of Birds 


Market-hunters of the lowest character, who 
called themselves ‘‘taxidermists,”’ killed hun- 
dreds and thousands of graceful little sea- 
terns or sea-swallows and white herons, which 
swarmed about our eastern coasts and the 
savannas of Florida. These birds were not 
slaughtered for food, but to satisfy woman's 
whims. Since it became a fashion to “adorn” 
ladies’ hats with the stiff bodies of dead birds, 
millions and millions of feathered creatures have 
ruthlessly been killed. 


Cruelty of the Heron-Hunters 
Everything which possessed the fatal gift 
of “ plumes ” was sacrificed. Not the most 
useful birds, if covered with bright-colored 
feathers, were excluded. Ibises, flamingoes, 
kingbirds, parrots, hawks, owls, robins, wood- 
peckers, were threatened with extinction. The 
white herons, together with their young, were 
hunted in the most cruel manner. These birds 
during nesting season become adorned with 
‘aigrettes,”’ delicate spray-like plumes which 
constitute the heron’s wedding dress. When 
the millinery trade offered to pay from five to 
ten cents apiece for these plumes, the “taxi- 
dermists’”” rushed to Florida, entered the 
breeding-grounds, and shot all the parent birds 
as they returned with food for their young. 
Many hundred thousands of these birds, 
which had often made the broad savannas and 
mangrove thickets white, were slaughtered. 
This meant also the death of millions of young 
nestlings, which starved, waiting in vain for 
food that never came. 

Now the aigret is the rarest heron in the 
South. With it other species of birds are on 
the list of vanishing creatures. When, some 
years ago, Mr. Hornaday made an investiga- 
tion about our birds, the reports collected from 
two hundred competent observers in all parts of 
the United States revealed a most alarming 
falling off in bird life, the decrease reaching in 
many States seventy, in Florida seventy-seven 
per cent. 

For all this waste, for the sins committed 
by pot-hunters, game-hogs, and egg-collectors,

the country as a whole has dearly to pay. 
When President William Dutcher of the 
National League of the Audubon Society, in 
October, 1908, opened the annual session, he 
stated that the damage done to our crops and 
forests by insects and rodents amounts to eight 
hundred million dollars annually. 

As fared our game, fur animals, and birds, so 
did the fishes of America. There is hardly one 
river or lake not sadly overfished. Were it not 
for the untiring work of the United States Fish 
Commission, who, under great difficulties and 
enormous cost, stock our waters from time to 
time with spawn and fry, probably all our 
fish industries would be ruined. Wherever 
we go, the repulsive ravages done by rapacious 
fishermen, the insatiable greed of our great 
canning companies, and an incredible waste of 
valuable food are noticeable. 

The famous salmon industry of the Pacific 
States would most assuredly be destroyed, if 
the United States Fish Commission did not 
make heroic efforts to rescue the salmon from 
complete annihilation. 

Salmon Used for Fertilizer 

One could scarcely expect to hear that so de- 
licious and valuable a fish as salmon is used as a 
fertilizer, but this is done by the Alaska Oil and 
Guano Company, which for twenty-five years 
has run a factory at Killisnoo, where every year 
it transforms several million pounds of salmon 
and herring into guano. In 1906 the establish- 
ment converted 18,000 barrels of salmon and 
33,500 barrels of herring into fertilizer. 

Millions of trout gasp out their little lives 
upon the meadows and grain-fields of the West, 
swept there with the waters of the irrigation- 
ditches, which but few farmers take the trouble 
to screen at their outlet. 

To reckless and illegal fishing is also due the 
decline of our lobster, the supply of which is 
entirely unequal to the demand. To check this 
decline seems a problem of almost insurmount- 
able difficulties, as it becomes harder from year 
to year to get the necessary supply of lobster 
eggs. Besides, it is almost impossible to retain 
the fry in the hatchery for any length of time, as 
the mortality is astonishingly great. The larvae 
are therefore planted immediately after hatch- 
ing. But as the young lobster has many 
enemies, only one in five thousand survives. 
These facts and the great demand explain why 
the price of lobster, which thirty years ago was 
but five cents a pound, has gone as high as thirty 
to thirty-five cents for a lobster that weighs not 
more than one and one half pounds and barely 
measures within legal size. 

The prospects of our oyster industry are like- 
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wise not very brilliant. The time will come 
when the Blue Point will range among the deli- 
cacies of the.rich, just as is the case with the 
oyster in Europe. 

America, formerly the continent richest in ani- 
mal life, is rapidly becoming the continent poorest 
in animals. Foreigners strolling through our 
woods are surprised by their deep silence. They 
miss the lusty voices of the thousands of 
feathered songsters with which French and Ger- 
man forests resound. Instead of this, they hear 
perhaps the shrill noise of locusts and grass- 
hoppers, or the hum of innumerable gnats and 
mosquitoes, which attack us with the same 
fierce greed as we persecute our best friends, 
the birds. 

But now let us turn over the leaves of another 
chapter of America’s prodigality. A foul odor 
steals into our nostrils — of graft, scandals, and 
corruption. 


Public Lands Went to Grasping Corpora- 
tions, Not to Husbandmen 


After the United States of America had 
become an accomplished fact, Congress had at 
its disposal land amounting to 1,441,431,160 
acres, formerly held by the British Crown or ac- 
quired from France, and so far unoccupied by 
settlers. It was decided that Congress might 
dispose of this land by sale to actual settlers, or 
by granting it to schools and other public in- 
stitutions, or to corporations deserving en- 
couragement and aid in the construction of 
railways in parts of the country where other- 
wise land would be unprofitable. These 
1,441,431,160 acres constituted a tract of land 
forty-five times as large as the State of New 
York. What a chance for land-sharks and un- 
scrupulous politicians! They were not slow to 
form corporations and railroad companies and 
to ask from Uncle Sam all kinds of subsidies. 

Congress, never stingy, squandered the public 
lands in a manner before unheard of. The first 
grant to a railroad was made in 1850 to the 
Illinois Central. It received 2,595,133 acres, 
a tract larger than the total area of Rhode 
Island and Delaware. Several railroads in 
Mississippi, Florida, Alabama, Missouri, and 
Arkansas were donated more than 10,000,- 
ooo acres. The Union Pacific, together with 
its various branches, got more than 32,000,000 
acres. The Central Pacific, with its branches, 
more than 13,000,000 acres. Later on this 
policy of land grants became even more extrav- 
agant. There came the Southern Pacific, 
the Atlantic Pacific, and the Northern Pacific 
Railroads. The last-named, together with its 
branch lines, secured the free gift of 57,000,000 
acres, a tract of land exceeding the com- 


bined area of the States of New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, and Massachusetts. 

About 80,000,000 acres were given in grants to 
schools and colleges; 70,000,000 were turned 
over to the States; and 60,000,000 were disposed 
of by the gift of soldiers’ scrip, a large part of 
which was bought up by capitalists for merely 
a song. 

When Uncle Sam one day made an inventory, 
he found that the greater part of his estate was 
gone. On July 1, 1908, only 386,873,787 acres 
were left — Alaska excluded. This remainder 
contains all the great mountain ranges, deserts, 
and barren lands. Only a very little part is 
fitted for agriculture. And so the refrain of a 
popular song, which was heard in former times 
frequently, 


Uncle Sam has land enough 
To give a farm to each of us! 


is no longer true. 

The most deplorable part of this history is 
that an excessive share of these public lands did 
not, as it should, benefit the actual settlers, but 
speculators, wealthy capitalists, syndicate 
and foreign noblemen, who swindled Uncle Sam 
out of the very best pieces of his property, to 
extort, later on, high prices from the actual 
home-seekers, or made them tenant-farmers, of 
which the census of 1900 numbered no less than 
three million families. 

How the swindling was done by the bunco 
tactics of certain senators and representativé 
and how the thieves found conspirators even in 
the office of the Commissioner of Public Lands, 
we must omit to describe for lack of space. Also, 
in what ways incredible amounts of public 
money, most valuable privileges and fran- 
chises are wasted and squandered by corrupt 
officials, aldermen, and legislators. It is a well- 
known fact that, in consequence of the extrava- 
gance of such gentlemen, almost all our great 
cities stagger under the loads of heavy taxa- 
tion and bond issues, and that some of the 
cities are near the verge of bankruptcy.

Fire Waste and Losses 


The greatest source of waste of structural 
materials and of money values is that due | 
fires, and is one which can be most readily 1 
duced by the substitution of fire-resisting build- 
ing materials for the inflammable constructio! 
now so prevalent. The cost of fire to the cou 
try, including not only property destroyed, bu 
maintenance of fire departments, payment 
insurance premiums, protective agencies, adi- 
tional cost of water supplies, etc., amounted | 
over $456,485,900 in 1907, or about fifty p: 
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cent. of the total value of the new building con- 
struction in that year. This fire tax exceeded 
the total value of coal, silver, copper, and 
petroleum production of the United States in 
that year, and was thirteen times the interest 
on the national debt. Four fifths of this loss, 
or $365,000,000, is preventable waste com- 
pared with the present European standard of 
building construction and fire losses. The 
property loss from fires in the United States in 
1907 was $2.51 per capita, while in the cities of 
six large European countries it was only 48 
cents per capita. The total per capita loss, in- 
cluding interest and maintenance of fire de- 
partments, excessive water supplies, insurance 
premiums, etc., was $5.34. In addition, 1,449 
persons lost their lives in fires, while 5,654 were 
injured. 

A notable feature of this fire loss is that 27 
per cent. was due to fires extending beyond the 
buildings where they originated. Such losses 
are the result of inflammable construction, for 
with brick and less inflammable buildings fires 
are more readily confined to the buildings in 
which they start. It is even more noticeable 
that only $68,000,000 of this loss was on brick, 
concrete, stone, and other slow burning con- 
struction, while double that amount, or about 
$148,000,000, was on frame buildings. In the 
last thirty-three years the total fire waste 
amounted to about fourand a half billion dollars. 


Nowhere Are Human Lives So Cheap 


But we cannot well omit to consider another 
waste, that appears as a nasty blot in the his- 
tory of American culture: the waste of human 
lives. 

That human lives are nowhere so cheap and 
so often endangered as in the United States is a 
fact known the world over. That little interest 
is taken in the common welfare is best illus- 
trated by the fact that, while we keep strict 
accounts of the number of cattle and pigs 
brought to market and transformed into provi- 
sions, we do not record the unfortunate human 
beings who are killed or injured in the whirl of 
\merican life and industrialism. Other civil- 
ized countries do, for the good purpose of find- 
ing not only the causes of such losses of human 

ves, but the means by which these losses may 

be lessened or prevented, as the loss of every 
fe means, of course, a loss to the national 
wealth. 

When I began to collect material for my book, 

Our Wasteful Nation,” I expected to get all 
Statistics about accidents occurring in the dif- 
ferent industries of America from the National 
Conservation Commission, the Bureau of 
Labor, or some other branch of the Department 
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of the Interior. But to my inquiries | re- 
ceived the following reply: 

‘We asked the Bureau of Labor for any sta- 
tistics of the losses of life in factories. They 
tell us that up to this time no reliable statistics 
on this exceedingly important subject have 
been gathered. They themselves endeavored 
to compile the data, but found that no State 
had an adequate force of men to carry out the 
work even when it was attempted.” 

Thus left to my own resources, | tried to find 
out facts myself. But soon enough | dis- 
covered that practically nothing is known 
about the number of casualties which happen 
on sailing-vessels, yachts, steamers, or in the 
building trades, some of which are very perilous. 
We know nothing-about the number of persons 
killed and maimed in factories, or by reckless 
chauffeurs and bicyclists. Also our knowledge 
about accidents happening in the mining of 
metals and coal or in the quarrying of stone is 
very limited, since of the thirty States engaged 
in mining, only thirteen collect and publish in- 
formation about that subject. 

Are such conditions not unworthy of a na- 
tion whose great mission is to develop the cul- 
ture of the Old World and carry it to a higher 
level? 

Somewhat better we are informed about acci- 
dents which happen on our railways and in our 
coal-mines. The figures are collected by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and the 
Geological Survey. From their reports we 
learn that during the years 1897 to 1907, 
97,373 persons were killed in railroad accidents, 
and 745,992 injured. And that during the 
period 1890 to 1907, 25,965 persons found their 
death in coal-mines of the United States. In 
1907, 3,125 coal-miners were killed and 5,315 
injured. 

If you study the figures of railway accidents 
of each year, you will find that since 1897 the 
number of killed has almost doubled, while 
the number of injured has trebled. And when 
you compare the figures of accidents in our coal- 
mines with those of other countries, you find 
that there the number of fatal cases is decreas- 
ing, while in the United States it is increasing 
from year to year. In Belgium the number of 
men killed of each thousand men employed in 
coal-mines sank from 3.19 in 1831 to 0.94 in 
1906; in Great Britain, from 1.50 in 1891 to 
1.28 in 1898; in Prussia, from 2.66 in 1861 to 
1.30 in 1904; in France, from 1.03 in Igo! to 
0.84 in 1905. In the coal-mines of the United 
States, it rose from 2.67 in 1895 to 3.53 in 1905. 
As the decrease in the European countries is 
solely the result of mining legislation for the 
safeguarding and protection of the lives of work- 
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men, and has been made possible by establish- 
ing testing stations for the study of problems 
relative to safety appliances for mining, in- 
cluding the use of explosives, the increase in the 
United States is principally due to the lack of 
such institutions and to the lack of proper and 
enforceable mine regulations. 

We may place the figures of accidents result- 
ing from different causes as follows:

This appalling figure would reach frightful 
proportions if we accepted the above-mentioned 
report of the Bureau of Labor as true. In place 
of the figure 478,000 we would have to set 
The other figures added, we would 
get the amazing figure 2,173,295. Let us hope 
that the figures of this report are only guess- 
work and greatly exaggerated. Otherwise, life 
in our American factories would be many times 
more endangered than in the worst of wars. 

What are the principal causes of such hor- 
rible waste of human lives? The comparison 
of European records with our scant ones 
teaches that the great majority of our accidents 
are wholly needless. Many result from the 
most prevalent American malady: unreason- 
able haste, which takes risks everywhere. 
Others result from carelessness, stupidity, 
recklessness, or indifference, which permits in 
our streets, factories, mills, and mines the con- 
tinuance of conditions which in other civilized 
lands have long been abolished as criminal. 

Criminal indifference and neglect are also re- 
sponsible for other heavy losses of human lives 
which our nation suffers constantly. Many of 
our rivers and lakes are not only the sewers, but 
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at the same time the water supplies, for the 
cities located on their banks. Poisoning so 
their own water supplies, these cities suffer great 
losses of human lives from typhoid fever. In 
1900 there were in the United States 35,379 
deaths from this disease. Based on an esti- 
mated mortality of ten per cent., there must 
have been 353,790 cases of this dreadful malady 
If we calculate the average cost for care, treat- 
ment, and loss of work to be only $300, and the 
average value of a human life at only $5,000, 
then it appears that the nation suffered a loss of 
$283 032,000 in one year. 

Since typhoid fever belongs to the class of 
“preventable diseases,’’ which by the purifica 
tion of the water supplies has been reduced in 
many European and in some American cities to 
a great extent, the question of pure water 
should find strongest consideration in every 
community. 


Fourth-of-July Celebrations Typify Our Lov 
of Danger and Destruction 


The most ridiculous of all wastes our nation 
indulges in occurs every year on that glorious 
day which, instead of being a day of genuine 
pure rejoicing, is a dreadful day of disorder 
noise, fire, and death — the Fourth of July. 

As in all other cases, there are no official sta- 
tistics about the enormous losses the United 
States suffers every year in this desecration of 
its birthday. But from very incomplete sta- 
tistics, collected by the Journal of the American 
Medical Association during the period 1903 to 
1907, we know that in these years 1,153 persons 
were killed and 21,520 injured in the celebra- 
tion of the nation’s great holiday. Besides, our 
country squanders on that day about twenty 
million dollars every year for fireworks. And 
further, it loses millions and millions in property 
through conflagrations caused by rockets and 
fire-crackers that go astray. But, in face of 
all these calamities, our officials as well as our 
public remain in strange apathy, and seem 
neither to understand nor to care.

Ob, ivory! both black and white! Ob, alcohol! Ob, death and war!—Davip LiviNGsTONE. 


WO years ago, a German medical 

man and the junior supervisor of a 

German mercantile house sat in 

the remote wilderness, and won- 

dered if the accounts they had 
received of game in the African Hinterland were 
not editorial exaggerations, or tales of duped 
hunters who wished to dupe in turn, They had 
seen nothing for four days but a brace of leop- 
ards. They hungered for food other than 
tinned stuff, and fell asleep scolding at the 
fruitlessness of their search; even the negro 
sentinels shared their chagrin. 

The morning chill awoke them — that keen- 
edged wind which alternates with Africa’s noon 
glare and night stillness; a tepid river trickled 
spiritless through the flat bottom of a wide 
valley inclosed by low, wooded ridges — “The 
lrees of Pelembi’’ was the name the porters 
gave the place. Between the river and the far 
ridge obscured by the brief morning twilight, 
was a square of velvety black, and when the sun 
rose this proved to be a native pitfall, or pair of 
pitfalls, twenty feet deep and forty feet square.

The earth which had been removed was no- 
where to be seen, and no savage guarding his 
work was visible after the strictest survey 
with ficld-glasses. A marabou stork — having 
wings — had ventured into the pit, evident): 
finding food to his liking. No branches or green 
stuff masked this maw of captivity, and the 
medical man ventured his opinion that no beast 
would be fool enough to drop into so apparent a 
prison. 

The words had but just left his lips when a 
curious change of color took place in the foliage 
of the wooded ridge directly behind the pit 
The ground seemed black beneath the trees and 
an effect of moving darkness added its myster 
to the grayish green of the woodland. In 
another moment two elephants loomed fror 
out the cover and lumbered swiftly to the 
stream, one of them carrying such enormo 
weight of ivory that he could barely drag ! 
tusks along; he was emaciated with the weight 
of his burden of bone, and old besides. Other 
elephants followed and laid themselves leisure 
in the stream. 

The young merchant, enchanted at the sight 
fired on the moving herd, wounding a young 
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bull. The mammoth creatures. rose from 
the river, treading down the calla lilies which 
bordered its brink, and setting off for cover 
without shaking the wet from their hides. The 
great tusker lagged as he followed the bull with 


whom he had first emerged from the wood; rush- . 


ing without any choice of path, they fell together 
into the pit, while the wounded elephant made 
off gaily. The medical German shot into the pit 
four or five times until he was sre that death’s 
quiet reigned there; when, with his companion, 
four negroes, knives, ropes, and a native cooking- 
pot for the best of the meat, he started for the 
I 


itfall, where the two huge mammals lay still 
upon its floor, their trunks raised and thrown 
back over their foreheads between great ears. 
[he hairs on their tails, like wires, had marked 
the side of the pit asif it had been scraped with 
acomb. Not a twitch proclaimed life now, or 
even reflex action. The young merchant, with 
, triumphant shout, jumped to the carcass of 
the great tusker. 

rhe bull was up in a moment; and, before the 
medical man could shoot, he had thrown the 
younger German on his face and was tramping 
the life out of him as he lay on the carcass of the 
tusker. There was no outcry, and it is prob- 
able that life ceased after the first push from 
the bull’s mighty fore foot. 

[he ivory from both elephants was cut into 
piano-keys in Connecticut a year later. 

In the Zanzibar Club such tales of tuskers 
are hushed where once the place was vibrant 
with them. Mr. Henry Johnstone (now with 
Sir John Harrington in Abyssinia) was vice- 
consul there, and many a time he was compelled 
to tell his story, “‘just as it happened, with- 
out skipping anything.”” He was hunting in 
Nyassaland when an infuriated elephant rushed 
at him, took him round the waist with his trunk, 
and dropped him down thirty feet of cliff. The 
tusker then caught up the hunter’s rifle and, 
petulantly twisting its barrel into a hard knot, 
went off, unmollified. Mr. Johnstone’s gun- 
bearer took in the whole drama from an 
inconspicuous bush whence he had modestly 
retreated, but, bestirring himself lafer in 
his master’s behalf, was able to get him 
aid 

[he amount of subsequent skin-grafting (one 
leg and foot were terribly hurt) was appalling, 
and it was as much owing to Mr. Johnstone’s 
“grit” as to his surgeon’s skill that he was 
again fit for African service. 

[he greatest elephant-hunter that “ever the 
sun shone on” was a handsome, mo@gest, modish 
person; brave in the wilderness, but rather dif- 
fident in the haunts of men; manly, politic, 
courteous — Mr. A. H. Neuman, whose “Ele- 
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phant-Hunting in East Africa”’ ranks with Pat- 
tersor’s ‘‘ Man-Eaters of Tsavo.”’ 

In 1905, as the Austrian Lloyd steamship 
Africa drew in to Kilindini Harbor, homeward 
bound, a typical East African safari (native 
caravan), scorning the railroad, made toward 
the pier. Each negro carried a tusk, and all 
were commanded by a handsome, small, 
bronzed man of sixty, gallant and preoccupied. 
He had been in the Bara (Hinterland) for a 
three years’ shoot and was returning home with 
his collection of beautiful tusks. He had 
agreed to pay off his porters at Mombasa, and 
when he struck the railway at Nairobi had 
rationally attempted to procure transportation 
for men, tusks, and traps. But the railway’s 
terms outraged his sense of what was just, and 
he and his men strolled off to the coast as they 
had before the railway was built. Two hundred 
miles more or less meant nothing to him. When 
he at last boarded the Ajrica he had seen thirty 
thousand dollars’ worth of his own ivory stored 
in her hold, the result of his three years’ trading 
and shooting. His only companion was a parrot, 
but a good one who spoke motherly endear- 
ments in plain English, and on the voyage home 
he used to play with a little African-born 
American who was unable to speak or sing in 
any language but Swahili. One of his most 
thrilling tales he communicated in the habitual 
mild tonelessness of his narrative style. 

On the trip previous to that of 1902-1905, he 
had been chasing elephants with a few shikaris 
(native scouts) and his gun-bearer. There was 
a tough jungle to the left of him; to his right 
was a river, heavily banked with grass-grown 
silt. Beyond him, in a jagged glade, he saw his 
herd with a noble tusker, head on. He fired. 
The herd rushed away, leaving the bull dead. 
Beyond the glade was a dense growth of 
trees, and one cow, unable to effect an ingress 
into the closely packed tree-stems, turned and 
rushed up the path in which Mr. Neuman stood. 
He retreated toward the river, but she had 
seen him and made for him with the zest of 
battle, flinging him against the silt bank. Even 
in this extremity, he thought to pull his 
pith helmet over his face. She gored the 
ground with her tusks as he lay there dread- 
ing each thrust, and six times she thrust at 
him with the ivory he had fared so far to 
find; but only at the last attempt did she gore 
him, when his right lung was probably perfo- 
rated —he never was sure which organ had been 
punctured. Then she left him and trailed after 
her kind over broken branches. Mr. Neuman’s 
boy knew pretty well what to do for him, and 
when his hemorrhage stopped, they made him 
lie perfectly still for a few months, never letting

him out of their sight until an English doctor 
pronounced him sound. He died in 1906°of in- 
fluenza, in London, and before his death his 
ivory found its way to Water Street, in New 
York. He was brave and modest beyond be- 
lief, and as much famed in Africa as a hunter as 
Major Johannes or Sir Alfred Sharpe. 

[he greatest elephant escape known is a short 
story, but vouched for by an Indian dealer 
who never lied about anything, and who 
claims to have seen this deliverance exactly 
as he reported it. Some natives were hunting 
elephants in the neighborhood of Lake Ru- 
dolph, and he was with them for the purpose of 
trading cotton cloth for ivory. Elephants are 
said to like old bunch-grass that has become 
dry, like hay, and a herd of them, attracted by 
“dry grazing,’’ came suddenly within an eighth 
of amile of hiscamp. One native named Juma, 
from the coast, an unskilled hunter, observ- 
ing that the wind was in such a direction 
that it blew news of the herd to him, rather 
than blowing his whereabouts to the ken of the 
herd, ran out in the open with his rifle and 
aimed at short range at a powerful creature who 
was watering a straggling shrub with water he 
had taken in his trunk from a neighboring pond. 
Once hit, he was correspondingly furious, and 
rushed at Juma after a deliberate scrutiny of 
the immediate foreground to discover his where- 
abouts. Having determined where his assail- 
ant stood, he tore along, demented with rage, 
toward the shaking savage, who, with an 
Oriental’s instinct of prostration before such 
overwhelming force, threw himself upon the 
ground. The animal rushed over him, leaving 
him safe, if choked and blinded with the dis- 
turbed and sandy soil. The great hoofs had 
cleared him and the tusks had missed him, 
leaving him enveloped in a dusty wake. The 
Indian added that almost twenty-four hours 
passed before the negro dared believe himself 
alive and sound, and that for the first twelve 
hours after the excitement he spoke of himself 
in the past tense, as of one dead. 

Most of the elephant-hunting for purposes 
of commerce is done by native Africans, 
who turn their ivory over to the govern- 
ment to be sold at auction in London or 
Antwerp, or who sell it to Indians, who, in their 
turn, sell it at auction or privately. The na- 
tives rarely confess to being hunters lest they 
invite government supervision, even when they 
are protected by proper licenses and hunt well 
within the laws laid down for them in the regions 
they frequent. They know more about ele- 
phants than any civilized person possibly could 
— that is, they know more about elephant na- 
ture and habit; but as they speak, for the most 
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part, Arabic, Swahili, or pure Bantu, it is im- 
possible for them to communicate their know- 
ledge generally. They depend largely on pitfalls 
for the catching of elephants, and the most crue! 
sight the African Hinterland affords is a huge 
pitfall swept over with sudden tropical vegeta- 
tion which has in it something of the swiftness 
of flame; aloes leap up in a night and send their 
blossoms to one’s window until one feels that 
the aloe’s height and the giraffe’s are akin. A 
strange little unnamed vine, trailing and with- 
out a blossom, but undoubtedly related to the 
sedum of a New England garden, lines the 
huge cavern with close-fitting green, where 
covered with charitable verdure, stimulating 
the triumphing foliage, lies a mammoth’s skele- 
ton, without flesh, and tuskless. In books on 
Africa, naked savages with poisoned arrows are 
seen advancing stealthily on huge creatures 
who have just winded them vaguely, but travel 
in the zone of elephants brings to light no such 
sporting methods: the pitfall is the means of the 
elephant’s passing, except in such places as 
those in which England, Germany, and Italy 
have abolished it. 

Talk but an hour with an African shikari 
and he will tell you, if he likes you enough, that 
elephants cover their dead with leaves and 
branches; and it is well known that, in hunted 
flight, elephants surround and protect such 
bulls as bear great weight of ivory, or such cows 
as have won favor with the herd by recent, and 
therefore remembered, maternity. Protecting 
the cows is animal instinct; protecting the tusk- 
ers is due to observation of native hunters, 
who hunt ivory rather than elephants. 

People differ as to why an elephant covers his 
dead companion; but the true ebon son of the 
burning soil the tusker and he tread in common 
will tell you gravely that it is respect for the 
dead. It might be well for the savage himself 
to learn this. 

Not many years ago elephants might be shot 
within easy distance of the cities of Cairo or 
Cape Town, but their present habitat is vir- 
tually confined to the tropics—say from 
Guardafui to Delgado on the East Coast and 
from the Bight of Benin to Benguela on the 
West. Thus far their range has steadily con- 
tracted, nor is it likely that it will again ex- 
tend, no matter what protection be afforded 
them. Although they may increase within 
their territorial limits, it must be remembered 
that their increase under protection can hardly 
mean an increase of ivory, as “teeth extracted 
without paifi” belongs to another phase of cre- 
ative activity than that which fashioned the 
elephant in the early flush of the worlds 
morning. 
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It is an extraordinary and unexplained fact 
that different parts of Africa’s present elephant 
tract are inhabited by tuskers who show prac- 
tically no difference in structural character or 
dietetic preference, while producing very differ- 
ent types of ivory. For instance, all West 
Coast ivory is hard ivory; south of Dar-es- 
Salaam (the arbitrary capital of German East 
Africa) it is inferior in formation and brittle. 
Egyptian ivory is malformed and undersized, 
while the best ivory comes from British East 
Africa, Italian Somaliland, and Abyssinia. A 
man greatly experienced in ivory told me that 
once, While standing on the London Ivory 
Docks, he heard a tusk of Egyptian ivory crack 
with a report like a pistol. It was so brittle 
that the contraction consequent to a cooler cli- 
mate had produced a clean break. Hard ivory 
is unavailable for many things for which soft 
ivory is perfectly practicable. It is even safe to 
say that there is nothing for which hard ivory is 
good that soft ivory is not better for. 

Any one can tell hard from soft ivory with a 
knife. A practised buyer can tell it in the tusk 
by its appearance. An example of defective 
Egyptian ivory may be growing up in our midst 
to-day in the two little Blue Nile elephants who 
are in the New York Zodélogical Park. Unless 
American air and scientifically appropriate 
feeding induce a proper growth of bone, their 
tusks — although their bodies develop to 
Jumbo’s size — will never be worth more than 
$2.50 a pound. 

Africa produces the world’s supply of ivory. 
Its elephants are mammoths, different in shape 
from India’s tuskless behemoth, and with an- 
cestors which are found and preserved in Arc- 
tic ice to-day, prehistorically true to to-day’s 
African type. The Indian animal has never 
been quite the same structurally; has never 
grown tusks worthy of the name; and is a plain 
beast of burden, more valuable alive than dead, 
and — in spite of a reputation for cunning and 
imagination filched from his African cousin — 
about as interesting to the hunter as an acorn- 
fed Virginia hog. Less vicious, perhaps, than 
the great creatures of Lake Rudolph or the 
upper reaches of the Congo, but below them in 
corporeal impressiveness and, considering cen- 
turies of companionship with man, below them 
in mental capacity, he is a matter of casual con- 
tempt to the ivory-dealer. 

Prior to the Civil War, ivory, once landed 
here as an extra commodity in a very paying 
cargo of slaves, was sold cheap, and in its very 
cheapness was the inception of the billiard-ball 
and the piano-key industry of to-day. This 
country is still ivory’s great consumer, and is 
Precminent for the manufacture of the above- 
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named and staple luxuries, in spite of buying 
raw material largely abroad; for the factories 
and the skilled hands remained after the direct 
route of ivory to America became a thing of the 
past. There are piano-key factories in Connec- 
ticut, in Chicago, one in Cambridgeport, Massa- 
chusetts, and one in Buffalo. The largest 
billiard-ball factory is in New York City. 

Billiard-balls are made from tusks of a cer- 
tain convenient diameter, known as “cow” 
ivory, to which is now attached the melan- 
choly interest of complete government re- 
striction. Great Britain, Germany, and Italy 
have forbidden the shooting of elephant cows, 
and any trader found in ports of these nations — 
practically any port of the entrepét of eastern 
Africa— must forfeit the ivory instanter, or 
prove it to be the tusks of a very young bull. 
But the governments are grown wily, and as they 
sell the ivory in their turn to merchants at con- 
fiscation sales, it is difficult to make them accept 
any opinion but their own as to whether the 
tusks before them are bull or cow. This would, 
of course, be Belgium’s opportunity to unload 
her cows’ teeth and destroy a great deal of the 
Congo’s wealth in the death of those mammoth 
mothers, except that her cows have such ex- 
ceedingly hard ivory that they are undesirable 
from the cutter’s standpoint. Therefore, let 
him possessed of a good set of billiard- 
balls treat them well; their value increases 
daily. 

Ball tusks run from twelve to thirty pounds 
in weight and bring $5.50 a pound. Piano-key 
manufacturers use only the larger bull tusks, of 
a weight which cows never attain, say forty 
pounds and over. Ten years ago seventy 
pounds was a fair average for a shipment, while 
to-day fifty pounds is considered good. The 
heaviest pair of tusks within the memory of 
American experts are 224 and 239 pounds re- 
spectively. They were bought in Zanzibar in 
1900 by a New York house for {1000. Their 
buyer had a long talk with the Arab who shot 
and sold them, and who killed the elephant with 
one bullet from a smooth-bore rifle. When he 
was questioned as to the beast’s size, he said — 
in Swahili—it was as large as n’ji’ m’zima, 
which means, literally, “‘as big as all outdocrs.”’ 
The Arab added that it was the easiest shot in 
the world, as the bull was so old and emaciated 
that he could scarcely drag the weight of his 
teeth over the ground. 

Zanzibar was agog when the news of such 
ivory reached it, and when the tusks arrived, 
competition to secure them was spirited among 
the old European firms. Messages were sent 
from all over the world, and fevered agents 
tossed about in golden dreams of gain.

Their buyer saw them later at Tiffany's, re- 
mote from native and trade appreciation, and 
causing no ripple of interest among the be- 
ruffled ladies who gazed at them with blank 
eyes of ignorance, without thought of the weight 
of the creature who could support such mon- 
strous tusks. Perhaps they thought that a 
Zanzibari plows his garden with just such 
tusks, or that fences are made of them for the 
compounds of European officials. One of these 
wonders sought (and found) sanctuary in the 
British Museum, while the other has gone into 
trade in London and adorns a cutler’s shop. 

Mr. Hornaday, Director of the New York 
Zodlogical Park, has shown, in the National Col- 
lection of Heads and Horns, the most beautiful 
pair of tusks within the knowledge of Belgium, 
Britain, or America. If any exist to match 
them they are still in the store of the mighty 
Menelik of Abyssinia, whence these undoubtedly 
came — the longest pair in existence, so far as 
is known. They are longer than the British 
Museum’s tusk, but of less weight, and of a 
lovely symmetry, and undefaced with custom's 
mark or addresses cut into the surface of the 
bone, other than a slight indication that they 
once passed through Aden. The ZoGélogical Park 
is to be congratulated upon this possession, 
which was presented to it by Mr. Charles T. 

Sarney. 

It is generally accepted as truth that African 
elephants cannot be broken to work; but one 
day in the spring of 1903, a New York ivory- 
buyer was walking in Leopoldville, watching the 
cataracts where the Congo debouches from 
Stanley Pool, when a beautiful Irish setter, sleek 
and stately, rushed down the path to his 
amazement, as dogs in Africa grow cur-like and 
mangy. 
him quickly. In the ensuing conversation the 
German declared himself an employee of Hagen- 
beck of Hamburg, hired by the Congo Govern- 
ment to break elephants. At that time he had 
twenty young ones going very well, but no one 
has had word of his final success. 

The storiés of hidden ivory which are con- 
stantly mooted in sixpenny romances have not 
been authenticated in a long experience of 
trade. However, a huge “cache” of ivory be- 
longing to the prehistoric mammoth, of greater 
size than the elephant’s tusk but of identical 
dentine, was found in Siberia and sold at Vladi- 
vostok to a company of Buffalo, New York. 
They converted it into notably fine sets of 
piano-keys. One cannot but wish that the 
exigencies of commerce had permitted two or 
more of the tusks to be placed in some museum, 
as would have been done had this idea visited 
the proprietors before the ivory was cut. 
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lusks have been so long appreciated that it is 
a reasonable supposition to allow one dead ele- 
phant to every pair at present exported from 
Africa. Elephants breed but once in ten years, 
and the period of gestation is said to be thirty 
months, hence it may be held by the most con- 
servative that ivory in trade quantities wil! 
soon be a thing of the past. Protection will 
keep the elephant with us as a souvenir of the 
long ago, now that cow-shooting is prohibited 
and an ordinary £75 gun license allows the 
killing of but two bulls. 

“Black ivory” is the name given to slaves in 
Africa since the old days when they sweated in 
toilsome transit from the interior to the coast, 
bound, in most instances, for American shores, 
and each with an elephant’s tusk for his bur- 
den. America, once the best market for “ black 
ivory,”’ became as a consequence well stocked 
with white, and piano-key factories followed 
because the material to use in them was at 
hand. The route from West Africa to our 
shores was then direct, while now we have to 
go first to Europe with freight or passengers 
Traders supplying slaves to the cultivation or 
transit of cotton, brought white ivory to the 
Yankee manufacturers, who, in too many cases, 
furnished capital for the slave trade from 
States where it was declared illegal, After 
residence in African countries, the idea of slav- 
ery commends itself to many thinking people, 
but the slave in transit was made to endure 
enough of hell’s pangs to justify his innate 
faith in a personal devil. 

Where “black ivory” originally was there 
was also white — to be bought for buttons or 
meal, gay calicos, clocks made in Connecticut, 
chairs made— as the writer was once told in the 
market at Zanzibar by an old henchman of 
Tippoo Tibs—in ‘‘Salem, Mass.” The brute 
skippers who whipped the poor natives into 
their foul ships finished the work of the Arab 
kibokos, which had whipped them out of the 
upper reaches of rivers, crouching under their 
dental burdens. The trader, generous in the 
joy of getting back to his mosque and his 
women, and above all his animal food, made 
brief bargains for what seemed to him enough 
of Yankee gold. 

A finish was made to a direct route from 
Africa to home ports by the Civil War in 
1861, when all tusks were diverted to foreign 
markets; and Belgium’s far subsequent decree 
that all the ivory of her Congo possessions was 
to be auctioned in Antwerp, completed this di- 
version of tusks from our shores, and this de- 
spite the fact that America remains ivory s 
largest consumer. The raw stuff for present 
American manufacture is now procured, fer the 
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most part, at quarterly London and Antwerp 
sales. Every three months London sells an 
average of one hundred tons of all grades and 
Antwerp a little more. At the last sale prime 
ivory brought $3.50 a pound. The grade of 
ivory known as ‘‘Cutch,’”’ and used solely for the 
making of bangles for Indian women, is a curi- 
ous ivory staple with a special and, of course, 
local market. ‘“‘Cutch” in the tusks runs from 
thirty to forty pounds and supplies endless de- 
light to the vanity of the pampered prettiness 
of a luxurious harem. 

Elephants suffer exactly as we do from dental 
decay, and very often a tusk of fair exterior will 
be found pervaded with yellow spots which 
render it useless. 

Japanese ivory-carving would certainly be 
more admired even than it is, did we all realize 
that its design often circumvents a bad defect 
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in the bone and utilizes a tusk which is unavail- old 
able for the piano-key or ball trade because of a Ivo 
disease in the tooth itself, or an untimely crac! ror 
There is much misapprehension about the for- pal 


mation of an elephant’s tusk, and even more as 
to the practicability of its extraction. The wile 
of a British official told as a hoax, at a dinner in 
London, the story of an Indian administrator 
who wished to compel a Rajah possessing wealth 
in elephants to pay his just debts. Having 
failed repeatedly, she said, to get the money duc 
from him, he sent a skilled regimental surgeon 
with anesthetics and the tools of his craft to the 
Rajah’s elephant stable.

when he beheld his tuskless mammoths and felt 
his assets to have dwindled in one tragic night 
to what he had in his purse. It was in vain that 
she afterward proclaimed Indian elephants vir- 
tually tuskless —in vain that she pronounced 
the extraction of tusks from the living beasts 
imaginary: her tale flew about unchallenged for 
over a year. 

An elephant tusk is hollow for about a third 
of its length, although the size of this hollow 
varies a good deal. It is called “‘the bamboo” 
in a dried tusk, and when borne proudly by the 
tusker it is filled with a jellylike substance. An 
old Arab at Stanley Pool once declared to an 
ivory expert that the cannibal (manyema) war- 
rior’s best delicacies are elephant’s jelly and the 
palm of aman’s hand. The wary expert had an 


immediate desire to try elephant’s jelly, which 
he found excellent. 

When Carrefio’s magic hand touches the piano’s 
key-board, or when a billiard-player sends a ball 
spinning along the table, let them conjure up 
the wilderness at dawn, when the native shakes 
himself and the blanket under which he was 
sleeping, shoulders a great tusk, and strides 
away to his place in an Indian file of sixty men 
or more, chanting his n’yimbo (special song), 
and looking to the joys of Zanzibar at the end of 
his wild walk as a rich American dwells happily 
on the charms of Paris throughout the chagrins 
of his working year. For the ivory safari is 
the first stage of a tusk’s progress to the marts 
of the West — to the pianist and the billiard- 
player.

N the 13th of October of 54 
A.D., Emperor Claudius died, 
and the Senate chose as his suc- 
cessor his adopted son, Nero, a 
young man of seventeen, fat and 
short-sighted, who had until then studied only 
music, singing, and drawing. This choice of a 
child emperor, who had none of the desired 
qualities and suggested the idea of the child 
kings of Oriental monarchies, was a scandalous 
novelty in the constitutional history of Rome. 
‘he ancient historians, especially Tacitus, 
herefore considered the event the result of 
n intrigue, cleverly arranged by Nero’s mother, 
\grippina, a daughter of Germanicus and 
‘randdaughter of Agrippa, the builder of the 
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Pantheon. According to these historians, 
Agrippina, a very ambitious woman, succeeded 
in having Claudius marry her after Messalina’s 
death, although she was a widow and had a 
child, and as soon as she entered the Emperor’s 
mansion began to open the way for the election 
of her son. In order to exclude Britannicus, 
the son of Messalina, from succession, she per- 
suaded Claudius to adopt Nero; then, with the 
help of the two tutors of the young man, Seneca 
and Burrhus, created in the Senate and among 
the Pretorians a party favorable to her son; no 
sooner did she feel that she could rely on the 
Senate and the Pretorians, than she poisoned 
Claudius. 

Too many difficulties, however, prevent our 
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accepting this version. To cite one of them will 
suffice: If Agrippina wished — as she surely did 

her son to be the successor of Claudius, she 
must have wished also that Claudius could live 
eight or ten years more, at least. Asa great- 
grandson of Drusus, a grandson of Germanicus, 
and the last descendant of that line (the only 
one in the whole family enjoying a real pop- 
ularity), Nero was sure of election if he were 
of age at the death of Claudius. After the 
terrible scandal in which his mother had dis- 
appeared, Britannicus was no longer a competi- 
tor to be feared. The only danger for Nero 
was that if Claudius should die too soon, the 
Senate might refuse to trust the Empire to 
a child. 

For this reason, and for many others which | 
cannot stop to explain here, | believe that 
Claudius must have died of disease, probably, if 
we can judge from Tacitus’ account, of gastro- 
enteritis; and that Agrippina’s coterie, sur- 
prised by this sudden death, which upset all 
their plans, decided to put through Nero’s 
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election in spite of his youth. This was possi- 
ble because, with the masses, admiration for 
Drusus and his family triumphed over all other 
considerations: Nero became emperor at seven- 
teen. But when the election was over, Rome 
according to the tales of the ancient historians 
-saw a still greater scandal than his election. 
The young man — and this, at least, is credible 
-hastened to engage as his master the first 
zither-player of Rome, Terpnos; continued his 
study of singing, bought statues, pictures, 
bronzes, beautiful slaves, while his mother 
seized the actual control of the State. She in- 
sisted upon being kept informed of all State 
affairs, and directed the home and foreign policy 
If she did not go to the length of participating 
in the sessions of the Senate — which would 
have been the supreme scandal — she called 
the Senate to meet in her palace and, concealed 
behind a black awning, listened to the discus- 
sions. In short, the Empire fell into the hands 
of a woman: Rome saw the evolution, through 
which woman had been for four centuries free- 
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ing herself from her ancient slavery, suddenly 
accomplished by this visible intervention of a 
woman in politics — the intervention which 
the great guardians of tradition, Cato first of all, 
had always decried as the most frightful 
cataclysm that could menace Rome. 

[his story is also the exaggeration of a 
impler truth. Even though Nero had been a 
ery serious young man, he could not have gov- 
erned the Empire alone at his age. It would 
lave been necessary for him to serve a long 
pprenticeship and to listen to experienced 
unselors. Burrhus’ and Seneca, his two 
achers, were naturally destined to be his ad- 
isers; but why should not his mother also have 
‘Iped him? Like all the women of her family, 
\grippina was of superior mind, of high culture, 
nd, as Tacitus himself admits, had led a very 
‘spectable life— at least to the timeof her mar- 
age with Claudius. Brought up, as she was, 


in that family which for eighty years had been 
governing the Empire, she had been well in- 
formed about the affairs of the State. Is it 
possible to suppose that such a woman would 
shut herself up in her home to weave wool, 
when with her talent, her energy, her experience, 
she could be of so much service to her son and 
to the State? We do not need to attribute 
to Agrippina a monstrous ambition, as does 
Tacitus, in order to explain how the Empire, 
during the first two years, was ruled by Seneca, 
Burrhus, and Agrippina. It was a natural 
consequence of the situation created by the 
premature death of Claudius. Tacitus himself 
is forced to recognize that the government was 
excellent. 

Agrippina, helping her son in the apprentice- 
ship of the Empire, was merely doing her duty. 
But during restless times when misunderstand- 
ing is almost a law of social life, it is often very

‘‘old Romans”’ as pernicious to the force of the 
State, had come back more powerful than ever 
and now ruled the Empire. In vain did 
Roman husbands, burdened by excessive ex- 
penses, outraged by the too frequent infideli- 
ties and the tyrannical caprices of their wives, 
regret the good old times when husbands were 
absolute masters: the invading feminism weak- 
ened everywhere the strength of the aristo- 
cratic and military traditions. 

So contradiction was everywhere. The Re- 
public had still its old aristocratic constitution, 
but the nobility was no longer spurred by that 
absorbing and exclusive passion for politics and 
war that had been the source of its power. 
Society life, pleasure, amateur philosophy and 
literature, mysticism, and, above all, sports, 
dissipated in a thousand directions its energy 
and activity. Too many young nobles were to 
be found who, like Nero, preferred singing, 
dancing, and driving to the care for their 
clients or the burdens of public offices. 

Augustus and Tiberius had done their utmust 
to strengthen the Latin principle of parsimony 
in public and private life. In order to set a 
good example, they had lived very simply; they 
had had new sumptuary laws passed and tried 
to enforce the old ones; they had spent the State 
moneys, not for the maintaining of artists and 
of writers, nor for the building of monuments 
of useless size, but to build the great roads of* 
the Empire, to strengthen the frontiers. They 
had made the public treasure into an aid fund 
for all stricken cities, suffering because of earth- 
quakes, fires, or floods. 

3ut here also the Oriental influence, so fa- 
orable to unproductive and luxurious expendi- 
ture, gained ground steadily. The merchant of 
Syrian and Egyptian objets de luxe, in spite 
f the sumptuary laws, found year by year a 
arger patronage in all the cities of Italy. With 
regard to shows and spectacles the public taste 
became more exacting and critical, even in sec- 
ndary cities. 

lhe Italians were losing the peasant’s avarice 

d acquiring a taste for things monumental 

1 colossal which was the great folly of the 
Orient. They found the monuments of Rome 
poor: everywhere, even in modest municipia, 
they demanded immense theaters, great tem- 
ples, monumental basilicas, spacious forums 
adorned with statues. In spite of the 
principles insisted upon with so much vigor 
by Augustus and Tiberius, in the time of 
Messalina, and thanks to the weakness of 
Claudius, the public finances had gone 
through a@ period of great disorder and 
waste. 
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These contradictions and the psychological 
disorder that followed, explain the discords 
and struggles that very soon raged around the 
young Emperor. The public soon began to 
feel shocked by the attention that Agrippina 
gave to State affairs, as by a new and this time 
intolerable scandal of feminism. Agrippina 
was not a feminist, as a matter of fact, but a 
traditionalist, proud of the glory of her family, 
attached to the ancient Roman ideas, only de- 
sirous of seeing her son develop into a new 
Germanicus, a second Drusus. Only the neces- 
sity of helping Nero had led her to meddle 
with politics. But not in vain had Cato de- 
claimed so loudly in Rome against women who 
pretend to govern States; not without effect 
Augustus’ prestige had, partly at least, been 
founded on the great antifeminist legend of 
Antony and Cleopatra, which represented the 
fall of the great Triumvir as the consequence of a 
woman's influence. The public, although will- 
ing to give all possible freedom to women in 
other things, still remained quite firm on this 
point: politics belonged tomen. So Agrippina, 
in the popular imagination, soon became a sort 
of Roman Cleopatra. Many interests came 
quickly to reinforce this antifeminist reaction, 
which, although exaggerated, had its origin in a 
sincere feeling. 

Agrippina, as a true descendant of Drusus, 
meant to prepare her son to rule the Empire 
according to the principles held by his great 
ancestors. Now among these principles was to 
be counted not only the defense of Romanism 
and the maintenance of the aristocratic constitu- 
tion, but also wise economy in the management 
of finances. Agrippina is a good instance of that 
well-known fact,—the British have noticed it 
several times in India,—that women as a rule 
in public administration keep the spirit of 
economy with which they manage the home— 
when they arenot foolish or spoiled by feminism. 
This is why they, especially in despotic States, 
rule better than men. Even before Claudius’ 
death, Agrippina had vigorously opposed waste 
and boodle; it also appears that the reorgani- 
zation of finances, after Messalina’s death, was 
due chiefly to her. 

The continuation under Nero of this severe 
régime displeased a great number of persons, 
who dreamed of seeing again the easy times of 
Messalina. From the moment they were satis- 
fied that Agrippina, like Augustus and Tiberius, 
would not allow the public money to be stolen, 
very many found her interference in public 
affairs unbearable. In short, Agrippina be- 
came unpopular, and, as always happens, 
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because of faults she did not have. A noble 
policy, which she was trying to put through for 
the defense of tradition, definitively compro- 
mised her position. 

Her son did not resemble either her or his 
ancestors. He had the most indocile tempera- 
ment, thoroughly rebellious to tradition, in no 
sense Roman. Little by little Agrippina saw 
the young Emperor, in the midst of riches and 
pleasures, develop into a precocious débauché, 
frightfully selfish, erratically vain, full of ex- 
travagant ideas, who, instead of setting the 
example of respect toward sumptuary laws, 
openly violated them; in whose mind from 
time to time flashed sinister lightnings of cruelty. 
Nero’s youth — the fact is not surprising — did 
not resist the mortal seductions of immense 
power and immense riches; but Agrippina, the 
proud granddaughter of the conqueror of 
Germany, must have chafed at the idea of her 
son’s preferring musical entertainments to the 
sessions of the Senate, singing lessons to the 
study of strategy and tactics. 

She applied herself, therefore, with all her 
energy to the work of making her son return 
to the great traditions of his family, of tearing 
him away from his pleasures. Nero resisted; 
the struggle between mother and son grew 
complicated, excited the passion of the public, 
which felt that this conflict had a greater im- 
portance than any other family quarrel: that 
it actually was a struggle of the traditional 
Romanism against Orient customs. Unfortu- 
nately, in this struggle every one sided with 
Nero: the sincere friends of tradition, because 
they did not want the rule of a woman, whoever 
she might be; those that wishéd Messalina’s 
times back again, because they saw personified in 
Agrippina the austere and inflexible spirit of 
the gens Claudia. The situation was soon 
without anissue. The accord of Agrippina with 
Seneca and Burrhus was troubled, because the 
two teachers of the young Emperor, under 
the impression of public malcontent, had some- 
what withdrawn from her. Nero, who was 
sullen, cynical, and lazy, feared his mother too 
much to have the courage to oppose her openly, 
but he did not fear her enough to mend his ways. 
The mother, on her side, was set to do her duty 
to the end. But like all situations without an 
issue, this one was suddenly solved by an un- 
expected event. Insisting on making a Roman 
of this young débauché, Agrippina made him 
into a murderer. Nero, progressing from one 
caprice to another, once imagined a great folly: 
to divorce Octavia and to raise to her place a 
beautiful freedwoman called Acte. According 
to one of the fundamental laws of the State, the 
great lawof Augustuson marriage, which forbade 


marriages between senators and freedwomen, . 


the union of Nero and Acte could be only a 
concubinage. Agrippina wanted to avoid this 
scandal; and as Nero persisted in his idea, it 
seems that she actually had the intention of 
having him deposed and of having Britannicus, 
a very serious young man, chosen as his suc- 
cessor. Asa true Roman, Agrippina was ready 
to sacrifice her son for the sake of the Republic. 

The threat was, or appeared to Nero, so 
serious, that it made him step over the threshold 
of crime. One day during a great dinner to 
which he had been invited by Nero, Britannicus 
was suddenly seized with violent convulsions. 
“It is an attack of epilepsy,” said Nero very 
calmly, giving orders to his slaves to take 
Britannicus away and care for him. The 
young man died in a few hours, and everybody 
thought that he had been poisoned by Nero. 

This dastardly crime aroused at first a sense 
of horror and fright among the people. But 
the impression did not last long. In spite of all 
his faults, the people liked Nero. In Rome 
they had respected Augustus and hated Tibe- 
rius; they had killed Caligula and jeered at 
Claudius; but Nero seemed to be the first of the 
Roman Emperors who stood a chance of becom- 
ing popular. Contrary to Agrippina’s ideas, 
it was his frivolity that pleased the great masses, 
because this frivolity corresponded to the slow 
but progressive decay of the old Roman virtues 
in them. They expected from Nero a less hard, 
less severe, less parsimonious government 
in a word, a government less Roman than the 
rule of his predecessors; a government which 
instead of force, glory, and wisdom, meant 
pleasure and ease. 

So the unfortunate Britannicus was soon 
forgotten, and many even tried to justify Nero 
by invoking a State necessity. Agrippina 
alone remained the object of the universal 
hatred, as the sole cause of so many misfor- 
tunes. Implacable enemies, concealed in the 
shadow, were subtly at work against her; they 
organized a campaign of absurd calumnies in 
the court itself, and it is this campaign from 
which Tacitus drew his material. 

Some wretches finally dared even accuse her 
of conspiracy against the life of her son. Agrip- 
pina refused to plead for herself, and succeeded 
in weathering the storm, because Nero was 
afraid of her, and even if he tried to escape from 
her authority, he did not dare to initiate any 
energetic action against her. To engage in a 
final struggle with so indomitable a woman 
another woman was necessary. This 
woman was Poppaea Sabina, a very handsome 
and able dame of the great Roman nobility 
Poppaea represented the Oriental feminism 10 
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its most dangerous form: the complete demoral- 
ization of woman when she eludes all her duties 
toward the species in order to enjoy and to 
make others enjoy her beauty, through luxury, 
elegance, society life, and voluptuousness, 

Corrupted as that age was, Poppaea was 
ahead of it. As soon as she saw the strong 
impression she had made on Nero, she con- 
ceived the plan of becoming his wife; so that 
her beauty would be admired by the whole 
|: mpire, would be surrounded by a luxury for 
which the means of her husband were not 
sufficient, and with which no Roman dame 
could compete. But there was an obstacle: 
\grippina. 

Agrippina protected Nero’s wife, Octavia, a 
true Roman woman, simple and honest; Agrip- 
pina would never consent to this absolutely 
injustifiable divorce. To force Nero to a 
decisive move against his mother, Poppaea 
had her husband sent to Lusitania on somé 
mission, and became the mistress of the Em- 
peror. From that point the situation changed. 
Dominated by Poppaea’s influence, Nero found 
the courage to force Agrippina to abandon his 
palace and seek refuge in Antony’s house; he 
took from her the privilege of having Pretorian 
guards, which he himself had granted her; he 
reduced to a minimum the number and time of 
his visits, carefully avoiding being left alone 
with her. Agrippina’s influence, to the general 
satisfaction, rapidly declined, while Nero was 
every day gaining in popularity. Agrippina, 

)wever, Was too energetic a woman peaceably 

resign herself: she began a violent campaign 
against the two adulterers, which deeply trou- 
bled the public. In Rome, where Augustus had 
promulgated his stern law against adultery; 
n Rome, where Augustus himself had to submit 
0 his own law when he exiled his daughter and 
his granddaughter and almost exterminated his 
whole family: in that Rome, a young man of 
twenty-two dared all but officially to introduce

{ killing Agrippina. The idea had been, as it 
Were, floating in the air for a long time, because 
\grippina and her stern principles were em- 
barrassing to many persons and many interests. 
[hose who wanted to sack the imperial budget, 
© introduce the finance of great expenditure, 
ild not tolerate this clever and energetic 
woman, who was so faithful to the great tradi- 

ns of Augustus and Tiberius, who could 
neither be frightened nor corrupted. One 
should not consider the assassination of Agrip- 
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pina as a simple personal crime of Nero, as the 
result of his and Poppaea’s quarrels with his 
mother. This crime, besides personal causes, 
had a political origin. Nero would never have 
dared commit a misdeed which in the eyes of 
the Roman was very nearly a sacrilege, if he 
had not been encouraged by Agrippina’s un- 
popularity, by the violent hatred which many 
Romans had against his mother. 

So is it true that Nero hesitated long; and 
he decided only when his freedman, Anicetus, 
the commander of the fleet, proposed a plan 
(which seemed to guarantee secrecy for the 
crime) to have a ship built with a concealed 
trap. It was the spring of the year 59 a.p.; 
the Court had moved to Baiae, on the Gulf of 
Naples. If Nero succeeded in getting his 
mother on board the vessel, Anicetus would 
take upon himself the task of burying quickly 
below the waves Agrippina and the secret of 
her death; the people who hated Agrippina 
would easily be satisfied with the explanations 
that would be given them. 

Nero executed his part of the plan in perfect 
cold blood. He made believe he had repented 
and was anxious for a reconciliation with his 
mother. He invited her to Baiae and so pro- 
fusely lavished kindness and amiabilities on her, 
that Agrippina finally believed in the sincerity 
of her son. After spending a few days at Baiae, 
Agrippina decided to return to Antium. In a 
very happy frame of mind and full of hopes 
that her son would soon show himself to the 
world the man she had dreamed he would be 
and the true descendant of Drusus, she boarded 
one evening the fatal ship. Nero had escorted 
her and pressed her to his heart with the most 
demonstrative tenderness; could she doubt his 
sincerity? 

A calm night diffused its starry shadows over 
the quiet sea, which with its subdued murmur 
cradled in sleep the great summer houses on 
the shore, when the ship departed, carrying 
toward her somber destiny Agrippina. But as 
the moment came and the machine was set to 
work, the vessel did not sink as fast as Anicetus 
had hoped: it listed, overthrowing people and 
things. Agrippina had time to understand the 
danger; with admirable presence of mind she 
jumped overboard and escaped by swimming, 
while on the boat the hired murderers, during 
the confusion, killed one of her freedwomen, 
mistaking her for Agrippina herself. The ship 
finally sank; the murderers also took to the 
water; everything went back to the wonted 
quiet; the starry night again diffused its silent 
shadows; the sea again cradled with its sub- 
dued murmur the great villas of the coast -— all 
asleep except one. 
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In this one, anxiety was watching: a son was 
awaiting the news that his mother was dead and 
that he could celebrate a criminal marriage. 
Soon the escaped murderers brought the news 
so impatiently expected: Agrippina was dead. 
But Nero's joy was short. At dawn a freed- 
man of Agrippina arrived at the Emperor's 
villa. Agrippina, picked up by a boat, had 
succeeded in reaching one of her villas near by; 
and she had sent the freedman to tell the Em- 
peror about the accident and to reassure him as 
to her fate. 

Agrippina alive! It was like a thunderbolt 
to Nero, and he lost his wits. He saw his mother 
hurrying on to Rome, denouncing the abomi- 
nable attempt to Senate and people, rousing 
against him the Pretorian guard and the legions. 
Frightened, he summoned Seneca and Burrhus 
and expounded to them the terrible situation. 
It is easy to imagine the shock of the old pre- 
ceptors. How could he risk such a grave impru- 
dence? But there was no use losing time in 
reproaches. Nero begged for advice. Seneca 
and Burrhus were silent; they also were fright- 
ened and asked of themselves what Agrippina 
would do. Would she not provoke a colossal 
scandal, which would swamp everything? An 
idea, the same one, came to both of them; but 
so sinister it was that they dared not speak it. 
And yet the philosopher and the general both 
deceived themselves this time, as well as Nero: 
Agrippina had guessed the truth and had given 
up the struggle. What could she do, poor 
woman, against an Emperor who did not stop 
even at murdering his mother? She realized, 
during that awful night, that only one chance 
of safety was left to her — to ignore what had 
taken place; and she had sent her freedman 
with the message that meant forgiveness. But 
fear kept Nero and his counselors from under- 
standing; and when they could easily have 
remedied the preceding mistakes, they com- 
promised all by a supreme error. Finally 
Seneca, the pacificist and humanitarian philoso- 
pher, thought he had found the way of making 
half openly the only suggestion that seemed 
wise to him: he turned to Burrhus and asked 
what might happen, should an order be given 
the Pretorians to kill Nero’s mother. Burrhus 
understood that his colleague, although giv- 
ing first the fateful advice, was trying to 
shift on him the much more serious responsi- 
bility of carrying it out—since if one came to 
the decision of having Agrippina disposed of by 
the Pretorians, none but he, as the commander 
of the guard, could utter the order. He there- 
fore protested with the greatest energy that 
the Pretorians would never lay murderous hands 
on the daughter of Germanicus. Then he

added cogitatively, that, if it were thought 
necessary, Anicetus and his sailors could finish 
the work already begun. Burrhus also gave the 
same advice as Seneca, but he, like his colleague 
meant to pass on to somebody else the task of 
the execution. He chose better than Seneca: 
Anicetus, if Agrippina lived, ran a serious risk 
of becoming the scapegoat of all this affair. 
In fact, as soon as Nero gave his assent, Anice- 
tus and a few sailors hastened to the villa of 
Agrippina and stabbed her. 


The crime was abominable. Nero and his 
circle were so awed by it that they attempted 
to make the people believe that Agrippina 
had committed suicide when her conspiracy 
against her son’s life had been discovered. 
This was the official version of Agrippina’s 
death, sent by Nero to the Senate. But this 
audacious mystification had no success. The 
public divined the truth. Strongly moved, 
they were roused by the voice of their age-long 
instincts; they cried out that the Emperor was 
expected, no less than any peasant of Italy, to 
revere his father and his mother. Through a 
sudden turn of public feeling Agrippina, who 
had been so much hated during her life, became 
the object of a kind of popular veneration; Nero, 
instead, and Poppaea, inspired a sentiment of 
profound horror. 

If Nero had found the living Agrippina un- 
bearable, he soon realized that his dead mother 
was much more to be feared. In fact, fright- 
ened as he was by the popular agitation, he not 
only temporarily gave up the plan of divorcing 
Octavia and marrying Poppaea, but he stayed 
several months at Baiae, not daring to return to 
Rome. Nero, however, was no longer a child 
he was twenty-three years old and had some 
talent. Men of intelligence, also, and energ) 
were not wanting in his entourage. The first 
shock once over, the Emperor and his coters: 
rallied. The first impression had indeed been 
disastrous, but had brought about no irrepara- 
ble consequences — the only ones that count in 
politics. One could therefore hope that little 
by little the public would forget this murder a 
they had forgotten that of Britannicus. One 
only needed to help them forget. And then 
Nero resolved to give Italy and Rome the 
administrative revolution that had found | 
Agrippina so determined an opponent; t! 
easy, splendid, generous government that 
seemed to suit popular aspiration. 

He began by organizing among the jeunes 
dorée of Rome the “festivals of youth” which 
were true demonstrations against the old aristo- 
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cratic education. Now in the house of one, and 
then in the garden of another, the young “ mod- 
ernist” patricians met under the Emperor’s 
direction; they sang, recited, danced, in short 
displayed all the tendencies which tradition 
considered unworthy of a Roman nobleman. 
Nero later built in the Vatican fields a private 
stadium, where he amused himself with driving 
and invited his friends to do the same. He 
surrounded himself with poets, musicians, 
singers; enormously increased the budget of 
popular festivals; planned and started immense 
constructions, introduced in all the administra- 
tion a new spirit of carelessness, ease, and loose- 
ness. Not only the sumptuary laws, but all laws 
commanding the fulfilment of the duties toward 
the species, such as the great laws of Augustus 
on marriage and adultery, were no longer ap- 


’ plied; the surveillance of the Senate on the gov- 


ernors, and that of the governors on the cities, 
slackened. In Rome, in all Italy, in the prov- 
inces, the treasuries of the Republic, the 
possessions and the funds of the cities, were 
robbed. Soon, in the midst of this unbridled 
plundering which appeared to make everybody 
rich quickly and without work, a delirium of 
luxury and pleasure seized every spirit. In 
Rome above all, people lived in a continuous 
orgy. The nobility answered in crowds the 
invitations of Nero; the Senate, the great houses, 
where the conquerors of the world had been 
brought up, swarmed with young athletes and 
drivers who had no higher ambition than that of 
adding the prize of a race to the war trophies 
of their ancestors; the imperial palace was in- 
vaded by a noisy horde of zitherists, actors, 
jockeys, athletes, among whom Burrhus, and, 
even more, Seneca, were beginning to feel very 
uncomfortable. 

\grippina’s death, even though it had not yet 
allowed of Nero’s marrying Poppaea, had made 
possible the change in the government that a 
part of the people wished for. We owe to this 
new principle the immense ruins of ancient 
Rome. But this fact does not authorize us to 
consider it as a Roman principle: it was instead 
a principle of Oriental civilization which had 
lorced itself upon the Roman traditions after 
a long and painful resistance. The revolution, 
however, had been preparing a long time and 
orresponded to the popular tastes. It should 
therefore have been to the advantage of the 
Emperor who had dared to break loose from 
4 superannuated tradition. But Agrippina’s 
specter still haunted Rome; it must be said to 
their honor, the people of Rome and Italy had 
hot yet been so corrupted as to forget parricide 
in a few festivals. 

[he party of tradition, though weakened, 
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existed; it began a brave fight against Nero, 
using as a weapon the assassination of Agrip- 
pina, as the adverse party had exploited the 
antifeminist prejudices of the masses against 
Agrippina herself. They denounced the parri- 
cide to the people in order to attack the cham- 
pion of Orientalism and to anger against him 
the indifferent mass, which, not understanding 
the great struggle between the Orient and Rome, 
could not feel stirred by it. Nero, hoping the 
excitement had somewhat subsided, had finally 
carried out his old plan of divorcing Octavia and 
marrying Poppaea; but the divorce caused in 
Rome great popular demonstrations in favor 
of the abused wife and against the intruder. 
Moreover Nero, thanks to his extravagance, 
made things very easy for his enemies, the 
defenders of tradition. The life of excess that 
he led exaggerated all the faults of his character, 
chiefly his morbid need of showing himself off, 
of defying the public, their prejudices, their 
opinions. It is difficult to discern how much 
is true and how much is false in the hideous 
stories of debauchery handed down to us by 
the ancient writers, above all by Suetonius. 
However, although one might believe — and | 
believe it, for my part — that there is a great 
deal of exaggeration in such tales, it is certain 
that Nero’s personality played too conspicuous 
a part in his administrative revolution. Ready 
as the people were to admire a more generous 
and luxurious government than that of Augus- 
tus, Tiberius, and Claudius, they still liked to 
look to the State chief as to a man of gravity 
and austerity, who let others amuse themselves 
while he himself felt bored. The vain and 
bizarre young man, who was always the first 
guest at his /¢fes, who never felt embarrassed to 
satisfy his most extravagant caprices, who 
spent so much money to divert himself, shocked 
the last republican susceptibilities of Italy. 
The wise also felt alarmed: they soon began to 
reproach Nero for his prodigality, which the 
people enjoyed, as they had showed malcontent 
against Tiberius for his parsimony. His ca- 
prices, ever stranger, little by little roused even 
that part of the public which was not fanati- 
cally attached to tradition. At that time de- 
veloped in Nero his foolish vanity as an actor, 
his caprice for the theater, which soon was to 
become an all-absorbing mania. The chief of 
the Empire, the heir of Julius Caesar, dreamed 
of nothing more than of descending from the 
height of human grandeur to the scene of a 
theater, to experience before the public the 
sensations of those players whom the Roman 
nobility had always considered as infamous 
instruments of pleasure! 
Seneca, disgusted with Nero’s mismanage- 
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ment and follies, took the death of Burrhus 
as an opportunity to retire; and then Nero, 
freed from the last person who still retained any 
influence over him, gave himself up entirely to 
the insane swirl of his caprices. He ended one 
day by presenting himself in the theater of 
Naples. Naples was yet then a Greek city: 
Nero had chosen it for this reason, and was 
applauded with frenzy. But the Italians of the 
other cities protested. The chief of the Empire 
appearing in a theater, his hand on the zither 
and not on the sword! Imagine what would 
be our impression if some day a sovereign of 
Europe went on the stage of the Folies Bergéres 
in Paris as a “number”’ for a sleight-of-hand 
performance. 

Public attention, however, was turned from 
this immense scandal by a frightful calamity: 
the famous conflagration of Rome, which began 
the 19th of July of the year 64 a.p. and devas- 
tated almost all quarters of the city for ten 
days. What was the cause of the great dis- 
aster? This very obscure point has much 
interested historians, who have vainly tried to 
throw light on the subject. As far as | am 
concerned, I do by no means exclude the hypoth- 
esis that the fire might have been accidental. 
But men, when they are crushed under the 
weight of a great misfortune, always need to 
feel sure that they are the victims of human 
wickedness — a touching proof of the confi- 
dence they have in their fellow men. The 
Plebs, reduced to utter misery by the disaster, 
began to murmur that mysterious people had 
been seen through the different quarters of the 
city, kindling the fire and cumbering the work 
of help. These incendiaries must have been sent 
by some one in power — by whom? 

Soon 2 strange rumor circulated: Nero him- 
self had ordered the city to be burned, in order 
to enjoy a unique sight, to get an idea of the 
fire of Troy, to have the glory of rebuilding 
Rome on a more magnificent scale. 

Che traditionalist party, the opposition, the 
unsatisfied, exploited without scruple the popu- 
lar belief, and Nero, responsible for a sufficient 
number of actual crimes, found himself accused 
of an imaginary one. He was so frightened that 
he decided he would give the people, who 
sought for it, a victim on which Rome could 
avenge its sorrow. There was ordered an in- 
quiry into the causes of the conflagration. 
But the inquest came to a very strange con- 
clusion! The fire had been started by a small 
religious sect, recently imported from the 
Orient, a sect the name of which most people 
then learned for the first time: the Christians. 

How did the Roman authorities come to such 
aconclusion? That is oneof the greatest myste- 


RO 


ries of universal history, and no one will ever be 
able to clear it. If the explanation of the dis- 
aster, as accepted by the people, was absurd, 
the official explanation was still more so. The 
Christian community of Rome, the pretended 
Vulcan of the civil war and hatred which had 
poured forth the destructive fire over the great 
metropolis, was a peaceful and small congrega- 
tion of pious idealists. 

A great and simple man, Paul of Tarsus, had 
taken up again in Rome a great work where 
Augustus and Tiberius had stopped. He aime 
at the remaking of popular conscience, but used 
means that had until then been unknown in th: 
Greco-Latin civilization. Not in the name of 
the ancestors, of the traditions, of ideals of 
political power, did he seek to persuade men t 
work, to refrain from vice, to live honestly and 
simply; but in the name of a single God, whon 
man had in the beginning offended through hi 
pride; in the name of the Son of God, who had 
taken human form and volunteered to die as a 
criminal on the cross, to appease the Father 
wrath against rebellious man. Upon _ the 
Greco-Roman idea of duty, Paul grafted the 
Christian idea of sin. Doubtless the new theol- 
ogy must have seemed obscure at first to Greek 
and Romans: Paul put into it that new spirit 
mutual love, which until then the dry Latin sou 
had hardly even known. 

Paul was born in a noble Hebrew family 
Tarsus, and had a high culture; but he had, to 
use a modern expression, simplified himself 
had renounced his high position in a time when 
no one could resist the passion for luxury, and 
become a workingman. With the scanty profit 
from his work as a tent-maker, alone and on 
foot, he had made measureless journeys through 
the Empire, everywhere preaching the redemp- 
tion of man. Finally, after numberless adven- 
tures and perils, he had reached Rome and had 
in that great city frenzied by the delirium of 
luxury and pleasure, repeated to the poor, who 
alone were willing to listen, “‘Be chaste and 
pure, donot deceive each other, love one another: 
he'p one another, love God.” 

if Nero had known the little society of pio 
idealists he surely would have hated them, 
but for other motives than the imaginar 
accusations of his police. Saint Paul actual 
is, in this history, the antithesis of Nero. Or 
represents the atrocious selfishness of ric 
peaceful, highly civilized epochs; the other 
the ardent moral idealism which tries to reac! 
against the capital vices of power and wealt!i 
through universal self-sacrifice and asceticis! 
We cannot conceive one without the other, be- 
cause the moral doctrine of Paul is partly a 


reaction against the violent folly of luxury and 
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pleasure of which Nero was the symbol. But 
certainly it was not philosophical considerations 
of this kind that led the Roman authorities to 
rage against the Christians. The problem, | 
ay again, is insoluble. 

However this may be, the Christians were 
declared responsible for the fire. A great num- 
ber were taken into custody, sentenced to death, 
and executed in different ways, during the 
festivals that Nero offered to the people to 
nake them forget. Possibly Paul himself was 
one of the victims of this persecution. 

This diversion, however, was of no use. The 
conflagration definitely ruined Nero. With the 
onflagration begins the third period of his life, 
which lasts four years. It is characterized by 
bsurd exaggerations of all kinds which hastened 
the inevitable catastrophe. A grandiose idea 
lominates it: the idea of building on the ruins 

new Rome— immense and magnificent, a 
true metropolis for the Empire. In order to 
carry out the plan, Nero did not economize: 
he began to spend even the moneys that were 
laid aside for the pay of the legions. But the 
people of Italy, even those of Rome, who grew 
rich on these public expenditures, did not show 
themselves thankful for this immense architec- 
tural effort. Every one was sure that the new 
city would be worse than the old one! 

Nero himself, exasperated by this invincible 
hate, exhausted by his own expenses, lost what 
reason he still had left, and his government 
degenerated into a true suspicious, violent, and 
cruel tyranny. 

Piso’s conspiracy caused him to order a 
massacre of patricians which left terrible ran- 
cor in its wake; in an access of fury, he killed 
Poppaea; he began to imagine accusations 
against the richest men of the Empire in order 
to confiscate their estates. His prodigality and 
the general carelessness had completely dis- 
organized the finances of the Empire: he had 
to recur to all kinds of expedients to find money. 
Finally Nero undertook a great artistic tour in 
Greece, the province which had been the mother 
of arts, to play in the most celebrated theaters. 
[his time indignation burst out. The armies of 
Gaul and Spain, for a long time irregularly paid, 
revolted, led by their officers, and this act of 
energy sufficed. Nero, abandoned by all the 
world, was compelled to commit suicide, on the 
goth of June of the year 68 a.p.

So the family of Julius Caesar disappears from 
history. After so much greatness, genius, and 
Wisdom, its fall may seem petty and almost 
laughable. It is absurd to lose an Empire for 


the pleasure of singing in a theater. And yet, 
bizarre as the end may seem, it was not the 
result of Nero’s vices, follies, and crimes alone. 
In his own way Nero himself was, as all mem- 
bers of his family, the victim of the contra- 
dictory situation he had found. 

It has for centuries been repeated that the 
foundation of monarchy was the great mission 
of Caesar’s family. | believe this statement is 
a great mistake. The part of the family would 
have been simple and easy, if it had been only 
to found a monarchy. The family of Caesar 
had to grapple with another problem, much 
more difficult because insoluble; a problem 
which may be compared, from a certain point of 
view, to that which confronted the Bonapartes 
in the nineteenth century. The Bonapartes 
found old monarchical, legitimistic, theocratic 
Europe agitated by forces which — although 
making it impossible for the ancient régime to 
continue — were not yet able to establish a new 
society, entirely democratic, republican, and lay. 
The family of Caesars found the opposite situa- 
tion: they found an old military and aristocratic 
republic, which was changing into an intellec- 
tual and monarchical civilization, but opposing 
formidable resistance to the forces of trans- 
formation. In these situations the two families 
tried in all ways to reconcile things not to be 
reconciled; to realize the impossible. The Bona- 
partes tried to unite the popular monarchy and 
imperial democracy, the Julians to unite the 
monarchical republic and Orientalized Latin- 
ity. The contradiction was for both families 
the law of life, the cause of their greatness: 
which fact explains why neither was ever willing 
to extricate itself from the problem, in spite of 
the advice of philosophers, the malcontent of the 
masses, the pressure of parties, and evident 
dangers. But this contradiction was also the 
mortal fatality of both families, the cause of 
their ruin; which explains the short duration 
of their power, their restless existence, the con- 
tinuous catastrophes that preceded the final 
destruction. 

Waterloo and Sedan, the exile of Julia and 
the tragic insuccess of Tiberius’ government, 
all the misfortunes great and small which struck 
the two families, were always consequences of 
the insoluble contradiction they tried to solve. 
We have a perfectly characteristic example of it 
in the brief story I have been telling. Agrip- 
pina becomes an object of universal hatred and 
is assassinated because she wants to defend the 
Roman tradition; her son disregards tradition, 
and chiefly for this reason is finally forced to 
kill himself. Doubtless the fate of the Bona- 
partes is less tragic, because they, at least, 
escaped the infamous legend created by con- 
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temporary hatred against Caesar’s family and 
artfully developed by the historians of successive 
generations. I hope to be able to prove in the 
continuation of my “Greatness and Decline 
of Rome,” that the history of Caesar’s family, 
such as has been told by Tacitus and Suetonius, 
is a sensational novel, a legend containing not 
much more truth than the legend of Atrides; 
that the family of Caesar, placed in the center of 
the great struggle going on in Rome between 
the old Roman militarism and the intellectual 
civilization of the Orient, between nationalism 
and cosmopolitism, between Asiatic mysticism 
and traditional religion, between egotism over- 
excited by culture and wealth and the supreme 
interests of species, had to injure too many 
interests, to offend too many susceptibilities. 
rhe injured interests, the offended suscepti- 
bilities revenged themselves through legend. 

The case of Nero is above all instructive. 
Nero was half insane and a veritable criminal, 
but following generations went so far as to 
make him into an unique monster, no longer 
human, and even the Antichrist! 

Surely he first shed Christian blood, but if we 
consider the tendency he represented in Roman 
history, one could hardly classify him among 
the great enemies of Christianity. Augustus 
and Tiberius were, without knowing them, two 
great enemies of the Christian teachings because 
they sought by all means to reinforce the great 
Roman tradition, and struggled against every- 
thing that should one day form the essence 
of Christianity: cosmopolitism, mysticism, the 
domination of intellectual people, the influence 
of the philosophical and metaphysical spirit on 
life. Nero, on the contrary, with his repeated 
efforts to spread Orientalism. in Rome, and 
chiefly with his taste for art, was unconsciously 
a powerful collaborator of future Christian prop- 
aganda. We must not forget it: the masses in 
the Empire only became Christian because 


they had first been imbued with Oriental spirit. 

Nero and Saint Paul, the man that wished to 
enjoy all and the man that suffered all, were, in 
their own time, two extreme antitheses; but 
little by little, with the passing of centuries, they 
become two collaborators. While one suffered 
hunger and persecution to preach the doctrine 
of redemption, the other, to amuse himself, 
called to Rome and to Italy the goldsmiths, 
weavers, sculptors, painters, architects, musi- 
cians, whom Rome had always rebuffed. 

Both men disappeared, cut off by the violent 
current of their epoch; centuries went by; the 
name of the Emperor grew infamous, and that of 
the tent-maker radiated glory. But in the midst 
of the immense disorder that accompanied the 
dissolution of the Roman Empire, when the 
bonds among men relaxed and the human mind 
seemed to become incapable of reasoning and 
understanding, the disciples of the saint realized 
that the goldsmiths, weavers, sculptors, painters 
architects, and musicians of the Emperor could 
collect the masses around the churches and 
make them patiently listen to what they could 
still comprehend of Paul’s sublime morality. 
When you regard St. Mark’s or Notre Dame or 
any other stupendous cathedral of the Middle 
Ages, like museums for the works of art they 
hold, you see beam in the sunshine the luminous 
symbol of this paradoxical alliance between 
victim and executioner. 

Only through the alliance of Paul and Nero 
could the Church have dominated the disorder 
of the Middle Ages, and, from antiquity to the 
modern world, have carried through that for- 
midable storm the essential principles from 
which our civilization was originated: a decisive 
proof that, if history in its details is a continu- 
ous strife, in its whole it is the inevitable final 
reconciliation of antagonistic forces, obtained 
in spite of the resistance of individuals and 
through their sacrifice.

Signor Ferrero has brushed aside the Oriental fairy tale, and has made those 
fabulous monsters, the Roman emperors, men,—like the Bonapartes or the Stuarts. 

His ambition as a boy, Signor Ferrero says, was to write upon “the develop- 


ment and dissolution of human societies.” 
In short, he has written a modern history for 


study, not a collection of legends. 


His history, therefore, is a sociological 


modern readers, and he sees at work in New York to-day the same forces that 
built and demolished the Rome of yesterday. 

Signor Ferrero is now writing a great study of Julius Caesar for McClure’s 
Magazine. 
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HE men of the derrick gang, toiling

ROM the stage-coach days of the Bell

Why the Offset Crank-Shaft? 


Notice a man about to mount a bicycle. He always adjusts the pedal in that position 
where it will receive to best advantage his full weight on the first downward stroke. This 
position for the pedal is just slightly forward of the center of the crank-shaft of the bicycle.
